The Average Boy. 


Lown to a feéling of profound sympathy 
with and respect for the average boy, He 
rarely figures in Sunday School books— 
never in dime novels, is the hero of no 
hairbreadth escapes, or romantic adyen- 


tures, and is not likely to create any de- 
mand for photographs of his early home,or 
a minute biography of his deeds or mis- 
deeds. 

_ Tho average boy is bent on having good 
time without regard to being sensational or 
melodramatic. If he is reproved by his 
parents he does not immediately concoct 
some plan for running away, rehearse the 
prodigal son, or fire off a pistol to terrify 
those whohaye dared to call him to account. 
He has no fancy for sleeping out of doors, 
under fences, and in carts, just for the fun 
of the thie ; and although he has a taste 
for, boats, he prefers to set sail’in a legiti- 
mate way, that he may never have to re- 
gret his youthful folly. 

The average boy escapes a great deal of 
unwholesome flattery and vicious encour- 
agement, and early learns to know the 
chink of the true metal. He is not un- 
reasonable in his desires, and sohas a 
greater capacity for enjoyment, and is not 
blase before he is out of his teens. He 
has good sense enough to see that every- 
thing has boundaries ; and he cannot ex- 
pect to occupy a larger estate than he has 
inherited or purchased ; and so learns to 
respect both law and liberty, He has 
boyish tricks, of course, and is full of mis- 
chief, but he avoids ‘‘ways that are dark,” 
and is careful of the Commandments. 

‘The average boy looks at a prison with a 
feeling of horror, and while he has a curi- 
osity to enter its doors, he has no dispo- 
sition to become familiar with the steps of 
crime. He grows, but grows naturally 
and ‘symmetrically, preferring to be a 
stately oak rather thad a sprawling deform- 
ity, if there is any preference about it. It 
isn’t his nature to be erratic, and he never 
works against nature, 

_ The other boys plan to go to the Centen- 
nial, collect money in some mysterious 
way, and start off on foot with all the ener- 
ey and enthusiasm of ‘* young Crusaders.’’ 

Without a sigh he sees them depart, fully 
assured that he will be able to do the Cen- 
tennial in a more respectable manner by 
going with his father, or mother, or friends 
who look after his interest because he is 
modest about looking after them himself, 
and because they are willing and anxious 
to gratify the natural desires of a boy who 
never grumbles, and is never exacting. 

The average boy is unconsciouly fitting 
himself for an important place in society. 
The forces that keep him from going up 
like a rocket, or flying off at a tangent, are 
training him to habits of steadfastness and 
consistency,and strengthening the balance- 
wheel of mental and moral activity. Com- 
monplace people are not necessarily dull 
and aa and the average boy is more 
likely to turn out a solid man than is the 
harum-scarum fellow who early becomes 
famaliar with vicé and being always ‘‘with- 
out fear” is always “‘without reproach.” 

It is cruel to slight and snub the average 
boy who may be slow to learn, but he has 
a most retentive memory. Remember the 
fable of the hare and the tortoise,and keep 
your eye on the boy who, if he fail to as- 
tonish the world with any unusual display 
of brilliancy, will very likely give more 
comfort to his friends, and establish a 
reputation for himself that will be more 
substantial than that of many a rival,—S.

Tt has! required a good doal of coaxing 
and finally of urging, to induce the Grit 
nowspapors to speak out on the subject of

The Centennial Cheese Factory. 


(From the Utica Herald.) 


Gonsidoring its relative importance” and 
oxtontas compared with the ontird exhibi- 
tion, very much has been said by tho agri- 
cultural press respecting the centennial 


cheend factory, \) A very large ce of 
tho discussion hay boon prompt by unfor- 
tunate quarrels regarding _oflic manaye- 
mont, and patent apparatus. Too much 


has not been said in relation tothe impor- 
tance and significance of this dopartmont 
of farm industry and its represontation at 
Philadelphia. “The factory Was built ; tho 
jurors was appointed, and the periods for 
the special displays defined. Ono of theso 
special displays ocotirred in July. There 
Were thon shown “about 600 cheese, of 
which Canada exhibited 300 ; Wisconsin, 
300 ; Ohio, 20; and New York7. The 
judgos oxamined the cheese displayed, and 
made their awards, which will be announc- 
ed when the general, annowncements of 
premiums aro made, “Extremely warm 
weather ensued, and all cheese upon exhi- 
bition were withdrawn. Meanwhile there 
was constant bickering between the factions 
alluded to and frequent cards in the | pa- 
pers. . . 

Last woek wo were so, fortunate . as. to 
have an opportunity to visit this centennial 
factory, for which the State appropriated 
$8,000 4 which is supposed to represent a 
leading industry of this region at the ex- 

sition ; and which has caused so great 
Reacibarningsin hal opoor wale was velss 
ed to make careful obseryations of the pre- 
sent condition of the model factory. It 
was erected according tothe approved plans 
of Mr. Blanding, and opinion seems to be 
unanimous that the building is entirely 
suitable, both asa fairly typical) factory, 
and as'a‘storehouse for the butter ‘and 
cheese to be shown. It stands near Agri- 
cultural Hall, at the foot of a slight decli- 
vity. Its external appearance is inyiting 
and tasteful. Indeed, the building con- 
sidered barely as a cheese factory is in 
every way admirable. But the filling of-it 
with apparatus and dairy products was 
necessary to render it useful for the oc- 
casion. This part of the work was depend- 
ent upon many ; and diverse interests 
were involved. At present the display of 
apparatus is not complete, and owing to 
this incompleteness it cannot be called a 
typical factory. There is now no butter 
or cheese upon exhibition. The next dis-

for its reception and preservation. In an- 
swer to this charge it may be said that the 
store room of the centennial factory is far 
superior to the ayerage curing room of 
factories in central New York. Itis claimed 
that the average heat of Philadelphia is ten 
degrees higher than that of our latitude. 
Hence it was deemed necessary to adopt 
measures for refrigeration, and» ice chests 
over which currents of air could play, were 
provided. ‘The’ result ‘was’ tliat Andrew 
Shaw, who had charge of the Canadian ex- 
hibit, expressed himself as perfectly satis- 
fied with the care of the Canadian cheese. 
It was his opinion that his display was bet- 
ter preserved than it would have been in 


hundreds of people whon 


the store rooms of the factories at home. 
A patent earth duct was also built, and the 
story ofthe relations of this’ earth duct and 
the centennial cheese factory’ would pfo- 
vide one of the most interesting chapters 
in the history of devices for free adyertis- 
ing. ‘This has been, and continues to be,a 
chief cause of discord. The agent for the 
duct has been most strenuously, from the 
start, attempting to have the duct inserted 
at thelexpense of the commission. Inas- 
much as this wasan untried invention, 
and the display was not intended for the 
introduction of new inventions, but the 
illustration of the factory as it is, the com- 
mission refused to put inthe duct. But 
finally it was putin at the expense of 
the owners, and it has been found a com- 
lete failure. It was proposed to dig’ be- 
iow the surface of the earth a horizontal 
cayity one of whose ends should open ‘into 
the external air, and the others into the 
curing room. It was claimed that the cur- 
rent of air established, and passing through 
the cold stratum of earth, would cool the 
store room to the temperature desired. 
This duct is still in action, and while it 
does not attain theend aimed at, it is per- 
fectly harmless. Not so the detractions of 
the agent interested) in its. introduction, 
Mr. J.H.Reall of Philadelphia. Mr. Reall 
continues to injure the project of a display 
in every way, both in print and in private, 
claiming that adequate provision for stor- 
ing cheese has not been made, and dis- 
couraging dairymen from. forwarding, This 
factory was not intended. for an advertis- 
ing medium, and it is both unwise and un- 
patriotic for the agent of a new patent de- 
vice to hamper the progress of this work. 
We can assure our readers that the best of 
care will be accorded to their butter and 
cheese by the duly appointed dflicers. The 
next display will occur when there will be 
no extreme heat, and the question of re- 
frigeration will not be inyolyed. The store 
rooms are there ; the spectators’ are there 
to study our methods ; nothing is wanting 
tomake the October display creditable to 
our enterprise save good specimens of but- 
ter and eheese from the factories. 


_ Since the above was in type the follow- 
ing report of the last meeting of the sub- 
executive committee has been received.

A committee of the sub-executive com- 
mittee of the American dairymen was liold 
in the above building to-day. The meoct- 
ing was called to order by D. L. Popo, 
chairman, at 11:15a.m. Mr, Gold, of 
Connecticut, was appointed to act as secre- 
tary pro tem, Roll was called and the fol- 
lowing were present: D, L. Pope, William 
Blanding, T. 8. Gold,L. T. Hawley, Josiah 
Shull, J. V. H. Scovill and Harris 
Lewis. There were also present Messrs, 
Reall, Cahoe, Taylor, Ward Harris, Poters 
of the Grocer, New York, and Barnette, of 
the Rural New Yorker, Then followed 
tho reading of J. H. Reoall's resignation 
from the committee and of the answor by 
Mr. Scovill, as follows ;

Mr. J. A, Reall « Dear Sir—Your com- 
munication of May 20 was received yeater- 
day.

A motion was made to accept his reaig- 
nation, which was not carried.

Mr. Reall wished it understood that he 
resigned for the purpose of severing him- 
solf from the members who composed the 
committee, and not for taking advantages 
tuscroon himself from any punishment 
that thoy miy see fit to inflict, Ho was 
hore for tho purposo of answering charges, 
or repeating anything he might have said. 
Thon followed a debate on the Prof. Wil- 
kinson duct, and on which Mr, Casswoll, of 
Canada, (who had been proviously invited 
to be presiont) gave his opinion. Ho spoke 
in highly complimentary terms of the 
building and of the care of the Canadian 
cheese. He thought the duct of no conse- 
quence at present. Further remarks were 
made by Me. Barnette and Mr. Blanding 
regarding the duct. The latter alleged that 
the patentee and his agent, Mr. Reall, were 
attempting to cause the American dairy- 
men’s Association to advertise the duct 
gratis. It had been thoroughly tested and 
a record of the serivs of observations were 
presented, by which it appeared that the 
average température August 8th was about 
84°, and August 9th about 79°. 

Mr.’ Reall denied having direct: or indi- 
rect pecuniary interest in the duct, Then 
followed a discussion by Messrs. Pope,Sco- 
villand Reall, as to charges brought by 
the latter through the press, At 1.30 p.m. 
an adjournment was taken till 2.10, Motion 
was made by Mr. Scovill to accept Mr. 
Reall’s resignation. The motion was unan- 
imously carried, It was moved by Mr. 
Gold and seconded by Mr. Lewis, that the 
following resolution be adopted : 

Resolved, —That in view of the erroneous 
statements circulated through the press and 
otherwise, we would announce that on 
careful examination we find thedairy build- 
ing well Bae to the purpose for which 
it is designed and that we approve the pre- 
sent and past management. We cheerful- 
ly inyite the manufacturers to send on their 
products, assuring them that they will be 
well cared for. While butter cannot be 
safely transported duringthe extreme heat, 
but should be delayed till a favorable 
change in the weather which is seasonably 
ernectod by the time for the autumnal ex- 

ibit. 

The resolution was adopted. A motion 
was then made to appoint a committee of 
five to investigate the charges made by 
J.H. Reall, but after some discussion the 
matter was dropped as of no importance. 
On motion of Harris Lewis, Artemas Ward 
of Philadelphia, was appointed to fill the 
vacancy caused by Mr, Real's resignation, 
and his acceptance was filed. After mis- 
collaneous business, thé committee adjourn- 
ed to reasspmble on Monday at nine 
o'clock. A. B.

Me eee hast 
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Tae Most Teertsre Stora ox Reconp. 
—The thunder storm which passed to the 
south of us on the morning of the Ist inst., 
Appears to have been a most terrific one in 
Ottawa. The Citizen says: ‘Tho thun- 
der and lightning was loud and vivid, and 
sent a thrill of terror into the hearts of all 
who heard and saw it. The sky for min- 
utes at a timo appeared to be one maas of 
fire. Heaven's artillery rolled in fury, the 
rain came down in perfect sheets and large 
hailstones struck windows with such force 

that in many places hundreds of panes of 
glass were broken. It was a terrible sight. 
Strong men’s hearts quaked with fear,timid 
~ women were terror-stricken, and children 
covered their heads with fright and cried 
most piteously.” The paper goes on to 
state how men women and children got in- 
to boxes, huddled in corners of cellars and 
smothered between feather beds so great 
was their fright, and closos with the fol- 
lowing vivid description of the storm : 
‘Tho approach of the storm in the direc- 
tion of Hull mountains was the grandest 
and most terrible scone we havo over wit- 
nessed. The transcendent beaut 'y of the 
electric phenomenon was indencribable. 
The thunder, ‘ winged with red lightning 
and impetuous rage,’ seemed to strike tho 
top of the mountain and run along it for 
miles ; then suddenly a red sheet of flamo 
would bceak forth and illuminate the hill- 
side and its surroundings, until oven the 
trees could be discorned in the distance, 
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memoralizing of the Government to re- 
inove certain restrictions which would op- 
orate to the disadvantage of such an enter- 
prise as is proposed. Mr, Robinson is a 
gentleman of marked ability and consider- 
able experience in such a business as it is 
proposed to establish, and his views are 
therefore of practical value at the present 
juncture. He says: 


J. @. Worts, Esq., Toronto: 

Dear Sin,—I was greatly pleased this morn- 
ing, on looking over the Mai/, to find that at 
last an effort was being put forth to open up a 
direct trade between this country and the Aus- 
tralian colonies, I spent ten years of my life 
engaged in commercial pusuits in the city of 
Melbourne, from 1850 to 1860, and in this coun- 
try from 1860 to 1873, in Ottawa; and during 
my residence at the latter place often endeayor- 
ed to induce our t lumber firms to try and 
open upa trade, but without success, 

In the year 1871 I sold out my interest in the 
grocery business I was engaged in, and com- 
menced a manufactory for doors, sashes, mould- 
ings, &c., and opened up a trade with Melbourne, 
Sydney, New Fealand, &o,, but in thé midst of 
it I was laid aside from sickness, and by advice 
of my medical man sold out,.and have not been 
engaged in business since ; but the firm to whom 
I sold—Currier, Batson, & Co.—have continued 
the export trade, and it is now the most _profit- 
able branch of their business, Weshipped one lot 
of 2,000 doors from Montreal, the ship loading 
there with lumber, but the bulk of our goods we 
shipped from Boston, From what I know of the 
two countries, I am satisfied a very large and pro- 
fitable business could be carried on. We could 
ship tobacco, furniture, machinery, agricultural 
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terfere to agreat extent with our timber ; but 
these cannot be used for joinery purposes ; The 
Canadian pine is softer and more easily worked, 
hence there is always a. demand for choice lots. 
Whatever is sent to Australia should be of 
good quality. 
T may also state that under the most fayor- 
able circumstances the shipper could not expect 
account sales under six months.

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TREATMENT or Locksaw.—A Montreal 
report says “A patient is now in the 
General Hospital who’ is suffering from 
lockjaw, brought on by a bad wound in 
his foot. His body was rigid, jaws immova- 
ble, and the case critical, when the physi- 
cian in attendance decided on a modo of 
treatment practised on the Continent. He 
opened.the thigh of the sufferer, and lay- 
ing bare the sciatic nerve pulled upon it, 
with tho best results, causing the unnatur- 
al tension of the pationt’s muscles and ton- 
dons to relax, and giving him relief from 
the horrible agony he was suffering.’’

to livo that life of meditative solitude, from 
which has gome the greatest of human pro- 
ductions,

Tux Rixowo Rooks or Porrstown.—

The CitarnMax, who on rising was greeted 
with loud and continued cheering, said—Bro- 
ther Orangemen of Belfast, Iam proud upon 
this occasion once more to stand rare you. 
We have had on many occasious opportunities 
of meeting together for the maintenance of our 
glorious mstitution and the support of the 
Protestant cause. I recollect when I came 
home from Canada, in 1872, the cordial and 
appreciative reception that ‘you gave mo, on 
the 27th September, inthe Ulster Hall, and 
the fraternal feelings that you exhibited on 
that occasion towards that noble brotherhood 
who had extended to you, through me, such 
ernal greetii (Applause.) On that oc- 
casion a grand demonstration assembled, not 
so much todo honor to me as to show that 
you were one with the loyal brethren in Ca \- 
ada and with the loyal Orangemen all over the 
world..- (Applause.) On that occasion I came 
fresh from a tonr through that (grand domin- 
ion, with its rising cities, its teeming fields, 
its magnificent Inkes, and, above all, With a 
brotherhood greater in numbers, not less etli- 
cient in organization, and.certainly as warm 
in zeal as any Orangemen that can be found in 
any portion of the British ompire, (Cheers) 
When you extended to me and to the Cana- 
dian brethren, through me, the welcome in 
the Ulster Hall, on that occasion I ventured 
to aay this: ‘*When the Grand Master of 
British America comes again to Belfast, as he 
did about three years ago, you will, I am sure, 
show him that you are gratified bythe honor 
done to me, not as an individual, but as your 
Orange representative.” (Applause.) Bro, 
Colonel Mackenzie Bowell, the Grand Master 
of British America, has again como amongst 
you—(applause)—and you are prepared to jus- 
tify my words on that occasion, in the Ulater 
Hall ; and if you cannot receive him in the 
Ulster Hall to-night itis no fault of yours, 
because the Ulster Hall has been occupied 
by the Industrial Exhibition in aid of 
the Working Men’s Institute, which only 
closed that hall to-day. ‘ens of thousands of 
the Orangemen. of Ulster are realy to honor 
the representative of Canada. (Applause.) 
You are packed here to-night in thi the 
second largest hall in Belfast. You have done 
away with sitting accommodation in order 
that as manyas possible may be present— 
standing todo honor to those who from across 
the Atlantic have come frum the Dominion of 
Canada to indentify themselves with the loyal 
sons of Orangeism in Belfast. (Cheors.) Every 
one of these brethren who have come across 
faom Canada is known to you by reputation, 
and to me by perponal intercouse in Ganada, 
They are the distinguished and honored re- 
presentatives of that loyal band which is one 
with us in the determination to maintain the 
Protestant cause and the integrity of the 
British Empire. (Loud cheers.) The Grand 
Master of British America is here; the Grand 
Master of the Province of Ontario East is 
here, to whom I had the honor of alluding 
at Shannonville, when I was in Canada, as 
“my friend, John White,” and who is now a 
member of the Dominion Parliament. (Loud 
applause.) I should be extremely sorry that 
when any brother Orangeman comes~ across 
from Canada at great expense, and inconveni- 
ence to this country to meet his brethren he 
should receive a cold shoulder and not get a 
cordial welcome (Uhvera.) Lam not going 
to say very much about Canada, because I am 
not 4 Canadian emigrant agent ; but at any 
rate,what I am prepared to say is the opinion 
of one to whom you have entrusted ) our con- 
fidence, and one who is prepared to say re- 
garding Canada what he has seen and what 
he honestly believes, Iam prepared to say 
this, that if any man ix comfortable in. Irc- 
land, happy and prosperous, let him stay at 
home—(applause)—but if he wants a cordial, 
fraternal greeting, if he n agricultural 
laborer, or a farmer disposs dof his hold- 
ing on account of tenant right or otherwise, 


the Orange badge he will be per

Br, Bowell 
proceeded to point out the excellencies of the 
climate in Canada, the different improvements 
that were being made throughout the Do- 
minion, in tho extension of railways, canals, 
&c., and continued to say that he accepted 


most cordially and most heartily the recep- 
tion which they had given him and the dole- 
gatos who were with him. | He assured them 
that the principles of Orangeiem which were 
now growing rapidly not ouly throughout this 
part of the empire, but in every part of the 
world, have taken’ firm root in the United 
States.  Whilo they” differed in political 
principles, still they were willing to extend 
to the Orangemen of the United States the 
right hand of fellowship.

Br. WILLIAM JOuINSON was Next introduced 
to the meeting, and on coming forward he was 
londly applauded. He said he was at home 
again after an absence of thirteen years, If 
there was one place more than another he felt 
more at home in since he lanJled on the 
shores of his native land, it was at that 
meeting that evening. It reminded him of 
similar ineetings that had :been held in that 
and in other halls in that town. His heart 
was filled with gratitude to God for having 
spared him to again meet his brother Orange: 
men of Belfast, and with gratituie that he 
stood before them as the representative of 
those men whom he went among, as a stran- 
ger, thirteen yeara ago. He congratulated 
them on the wonderful progress Belfast had 
made during the past thirteen years. He had 
read from week to week and day to day of 
the growth of this town, and he haa tried to 
imagine how far the town had extended, and 
he had found that the newspapers had not 
told one-half of the growth of the town. He 
felt that Belfast owed its greatness to Prot- 
estartiam. It was so in Canada; the most 
prosperous parts were the Protestant parts of 
it, Since he arrived in Ireland he had been 
to the extreme South, and he could not help 
contrasting the wonderful difference between 
the North of Ireland and the South. He 
was glad to-see that the Orange society 
was keepin, ¢ with the prosperity of the 
town, Fre tha paida vine to 22, College 
Street, and he assured them that it was with 
feeling of pride that he had seen the boxes of 
new lodges which have been established since 
he left. He regretted that the hall had not 
been improved, and he would ask them to 
erect in this town a memorial Orange Hall—a 
hall that would do credit to the Orangemen 
of Belfast. (Loud. cheers) If they. were 
united, as he believed they were, in Aire 
thing, they could soon raise such ahall, He 
was glad to see #0 many ministers present, 
He was proud to see there Bro. Rey. Charles 
Seaver—(cheers)—and he wasglad to see their 
honoredand respected brother, the Rev. Henry 
Henderson—(cheers)—whose letters from week 
to week in the Belfasl Weekly News were read 
by thousands of loyal hearts on the other side 
of the Atlantic. (Loud applause.) On their 
platform he missed the forms of Cooke, Drew 
and Macafee, who had passed away sonny 
the past thirteen years. They in Canada hac 
heard of the demonstration of the 11th of 
May.

ficulty they were prevented from doing so. 
The train hands and firemen lost no time in 
removing the tire engine, and steam being 
on, the hremen were directed to operate 
upon a largeshoe factory in which about 
one hundred hands are employed. They 
succeeded in saving this buildingand sever- 
al others, amongst which was Madame Du- 
clos’ French Protestant school, which es- 
caped, whilst all around were burned to the 
ground. An aged woman after leaving her 
dwelling, which was on fire returned again, 
it is supposed for some hidden treasure and 
was burned to death.

Tre Porato Bue ox tHe Ramrace.—The 
potato bug (beetle) is an animal of decided 
talent—a fellow cf infinite resource. He shows 
a confidence in the principle of ‘ Natural 
Selection,” an appreciation of the doctrine of 
the ‘* survival of the fittest," which must be 
most gratifying to Mr. Darwin, and the dis- 
iples of his school. He also oxhibits a most 
amazing precocity of intellect as regards self- 
preservation, which speaks volumes in favor 
of the recently developed dogma of ** inherit- 
ed experience.” After having succeeded in 
consuming the tender leaves and succulent 
stems of the plant, or after the haulm has 
been scorched and dried by the sun to the 
consistence of saw-dust, he betakes himself to 
an underground existence, and burrowing in 
the ground like a mole, finds a palatable and 
refreshing food in the juicy tubers, in which 
he excavates for himself a cell in which he 
lives, surrounded by wholesome and agree- 
able food substance, like a mouse ina Cheshire 
cheese, safe from the prying eye of the hand- 
picker, and not disturbed by dread either of 
Paris of France, or Paris of Troy, but despis- 
ing alike the green of the one, and the green- 
horn of the other, In proof of these charac: 
teristic properties, we have to adduce the fact 
that Mr. R. Waterhouse brought to our office 
on Saturday, September 2nd, specimens of 
the veritable tuber, each of which was perfor- 
ated with several spherical cells, every one of 
which contained a lively, jolly, plump, well- 
fed larva of the “‘ Doryphora decemlineata,”’ 
the philosophers, for its sins, as we sup- 
pose, have nick-named the potato heetle. We 
are also credibly informed that the insqct, 
which feeds on the tomato plant as well as on 
the Irish bread-frut, is attacking the ripe 
tomatoes, and mining into their interior in 
the same manner as we have described it eat- 
ing into the interior of the potato tubers.

Wickham’s Reckoning.

Steam Barge Lost on Lake Huron, 


TWO OF THE CREW LAST SEEN ON 
A FLOATING SPAR. 


Port Hvuxon Mich, Sept. 4.—The steam 
barge City of Port Huron, loaded with 
iron ore, sank this morning at four o'clock 
in fifty feet of water, in Lake Huron,threo 
miles north of Lakeport. — The cause of 
the disaster, asnear as can be learned at 
the present time, was as follows :—She 
had consumed all her coal, and conse- 
quently became low down by the head, so 
much so that her syphon and pumps and 
other machinery did not work well. Oapt. 
Davis, thinking that he could do bett r 
nearer shore, let go tho vessel in tow and 
turned towards shore, but owing to her 
condition she handled badly, and. shipped 
soveral seas in rapid succession, which sank 
her. Capt. Davis and all of the crew ex- 
cept two floated ashore on the cabin, which 
broke loose from the sinking hull, They 
are all safe in Lakeport, Tho remaining 
two are floating on a spar from the sunken 
hull. Tho steamer Evening Star,Capt Jno. 
Sloan, and tug Wm A, Moore, have left 
this city for their relief, Tho sea is still 
running very high, and it is uncertain 
whether aid can reach them in time to save 
them. The City of Port Huron is valued 
at $15,000, and is probably well insured. 
Sho is owned in Buffalo. 


Laren.—A special just received from 
Lakeport reports the remaining two of the 
crew of the City of Port Huron saved by 
the tug William A. Moore, which left here 
at six to-night to render assistance. The 
ten men reported as floating ashore on the 
cabin were rescued by a fish boat which 
went to their aid from Lakeport.

We first remark that the farming popu- 
lation ia 4 most'strictly American) of all 
the classes that compose our population, 
In 1870 the census showed thatof the farm- 
ers in Massachusetts 92) per cent. were 
American born, and that they included 
one-eighth of all persons haying occupa- 
tions and one-sixteenth of the whole popu- 
lation over the age of ten years. This class 
of our people are confortable and prosper- 
ous ; occupy warm buildings, are well fed, 
not overworked, and are their own mas- 
ters, Their families are usually well edu- 
cated and their homes contains many of 
the luxuries and comforts. 

In view of the intelligence of the farm- 
ing class and their families, wo trust that a 
«quite literal, quotation of the opinion of 
fortysix physicians, scattered throughout the 
State, may be of some service as a text and 
asa preventive. The question put Was ; 
‘* What causes tend: to injure the health of 
farmers and their families /”

When we consider that all the causes in 
the first table are or should be under the 
control of the individual, we can realize the 
importance of a ‘better understanding. of 
hygienic laws. In the secon table we have 
rheumatism mentioned’ first among the 
prevalent diseases ; and this trouble, al- 
though not as yet entirely under our con- 
trol, either in its causes or effects, yet may 
be largely diminishe« through proper care. 
Pneumonia, in turn, is usually predisposed 
by conditions which may often be obviated, 
And as to fevers, we firid ourselves almost 
ready to wiy broadly. ‘that! the niére .exist- 
ence of fever isthe resoltf accident or 
gross carelessness, 


Indeed, as a general proposition, a little 
knowledge and considerable action on this 
knowledge would auftice to reduce this 
second list atthe least 40 per cent. of its 
present. numbers. This is to say, , among 
people who must have one f théso nine 
complaints, none should suffer from fever 
or dyspepsia and but few from diarrhoea or 
dysentery. 


‘These diseasos are not the names for 
states into which our system falls, and usu- 
ally result from exposure of cert iin kinds. 
Fovers,, of which the slow and typhoid 
fovers dre the typo, originate “Usually, if 
not invariably, from a low and depressed 
state of the system, and living in the pre- 
sence of atmosphere containing germs, of 
which sewer emanations are usually con- 
sidered the type. | Now we feel safe in as- 
sorting tliat if tho farmer keeps his cellars 
sweet, clean and aired, and his drainage 
good about bis housed, evon includiig the

Treatment of Shying Horses. 


Shying generally rises from timidity, but 
| Somotimos it is united with cunning,and in- 
| duces the animal to assumo a fear of some 
Object for the solo purpose of finding an 
excuse for turning aside, The usual cause 
of shying is, doubtless, the presence of 
some object to which the horse has not been 
accustomed ; and if he has defective eyes, 
which render him short-sighted, it will be 
difficult to convince him of the inuocent 
nature of the novel object. Thore are end- 
less peculiarities in shying horses, some 
being dreadfully alarmed by one kind of 
object which to others is not atall formida- 
ble. The best plan of troatment which can 
be adopted is to take as little notice as pos- 
sible of the shying, and to be especially 
careful to show no fear of its recurre ive 
when the "alarming" object appears in the 
distance. When the horse begins to show 
alarm, but not till then, the driver should 
speak encouragingly to him, and if neces- 
sary, with a severe tone, which may oven 
be supported by the use of the whip if hu 
onward prozress cannot otherwise be main- 
tained. 

Tho principle which should be carried 
out is to adopt such measures as will get 
the horse to pass the object at which he 
shies, someho ¥ or other, and this shonld 
be etfected with as little yiolence as pos- 
sible, always commanding an encouraging 
tone as soon as the purpose is gamed. No- 
thing has so great a tendency to keep up 
the habit as the plan so common among 
ignorant grooms of chastising the shyer 
after he has passed the object of his alarm. 
Tf he can be persuaded to go quietly up 
to it, and examine it with his muzzle as 
well as with his eyes, great good will be ef- 
fected ; but this can seldom be done with 
moving vehicles, and heaps of stones or piles 
of sand are generally only alarming from 
defective vision, so that cach time they 
assume a new phase to the active imagina- 
tion of the timid animal.

‘This 
praia of treatment is on the same principle as 
that of giving a weak and debilitated man large 
portions of brandy to enable him to do a certain 
amount of work. Whien the stimulant is with- 
held, the organ, like the system, gradually re- 
lapses into a more torpid ur sluggish and weak- 
ened condition than before. What then is 
wanted? Medicines, which,’ while they cause 
the bile to flow freely from the liver, as that 
organ is tonéd into action, will not overwork 
and thus debilitate it, but will, when their use 
in discontinued, leave the liver strengthened and 
healthy.

A-good common roadster of bono 
and substance enough to draw a four- 
wheeler, sound) and six years old, is 
worth .in England 2350, . Hore ,he costs 
$150, ! Freight, forageand insurance against 
absolute loss mount up to $76 ; expenses 
here and there of man ‘and beast to $26 ; 
and tho yéntireticta $100 per head. A 
buyer who. knows the class of animals 
wanted in Eagland by the moneyed 
classes can do even better. A long short- 
legged, weight-carrying horse with safe 
action, and, to insare some speed, got, by 
athroughbred sire, can be obtained in 
Canada for half the pricé he ia worth toa 
wealthy country gentleman in England, 

A hundred guineas is there no great sum 

to'dsk for such a prize, while fifty is the 
biggest figiro he would “sell for here.” 
From a late Liverpool paper we take the 

following :—The trade in Canadian horses 

and cattle bids fair to affect the home 

market, as it is increasing in importance. 

Yesterday the Dominion steamer Dominion 

landed at Liverpool 110 very fine beasts, 

in splendid condition, The Dominion 

also landed three throughbred,nine harness 

and nine cart horses, all very fine.. Tho

publication of this letter, I understand that 
no trace of the parties who committed the 
robbery on Sunday night has been found. 

Were thisa solitary instance of untracked. 
crimes in our midst it might pass without 
much comment, but within six months half a 
dozen (probably more) burglaries haye occur- 
red and not a single arrest in connection with 

any of them has been mado. I venture to 
assort that if a similar state of things ‘existed 
in any other place very strong ground for 
suspecting the police to be in league with the 
burglars would exist. Ido not take this ex- 
tremo view, however, but am of opinion that 
a total lack of discipline, the fault of which 
lies at the door.of those in authority, is the 
principal cause, 

In any well regulated Police Force every 
member, whether he.be Chief, Sergt., or con- 

stablo has ap aim or object to which his at- 

tention is directed while on duty. With the 
constable ittis his beat ; withthe sergeant the 
snpervision, by personal visitation, of a certain 
number, or, in a town like ours, all the con- 
stables at their posts ; with the Chief active 
and never ceasing vigilance over the men 
under him, and well directed efforts for the 
prevention and punishment of crime ; the 
securing by his force of character discipline, 

and by his example faithful performance of 
duty, What I have described is seemingly a 

high standard, but only so from contrast with 
our local foree, It isa standard not beyond 
the reach of attainment, for there are tow: 
in this Province, to say nothing of ci 
where it exists. 


It would be amusing were it nota serious 


duties are performed in this town. I refer 
more particularly to night duty, as-the town 
is comparatively safe during the day time. 
Did “any one ever see in the most dangerous 
cities in either Europe or America policemen 
sent outin pairs? This unique method is 
pursued here, There are few citizens of 
Belleville I think that will not, when they 
haye occasion, walk our, streets at amy hour 
of the night, the sole protection being a black 
thorn. When our doughty policemen venture 
out at night they must be profected by one of 
their own number, and when their aimless 
stroll (beats inthe proper sense of the term 
they have none) of a few yarisin the near 
vicinity of the Police Station has exhausted 
their energies, they return to their well 
lighted and comfortable quarters’ to smoke 
and chat the weary hours away.

These 
regulations give security and I think it is 
time something of & similar kind were tried 
here, Our force as it now exists is certainly 
anything but a terror to evil doers, Beyond 
All other reforms wanted in this Province is 
that of a thoroughly organized Constabulary, 
under the control of the Government and ut- 
terly beyond local influence. Till we get 
that the citizens of Belleville should demand 
better protection from the present force. In 
the méantime I would suggest that the mer- 
chants on Front Street employ a night-watch- 
man to guard their property—the cost wonld 
not be more than 25¢, per woék* for cach 
business firm.

by these measures the hunor of the British 
name, which in the deplorable events of the 
year has been more gravely comprised than I 
haye known at any former period.” Mr, 
Gladstone says ho is still desirous to see the 
territorial integrity of Turkey upheld, though 
that desireshould not be treated as paramount

As 
the robbers made demonstrations towards 
him he ran out of the back door. They 
fired at him, shooting him through the 
shoulder, | Wilcox'was not interfered with. 
While this was transpiring within, the —peo- 
ple of the city without were doing good 
work. ‘Two of the robbera were killed out- 
right, and one Man was taken away by his 
confederates. The robbers did not got i 
to the vault, nor dil they find the cashier's 
drawer, except the nickel drawer, and a 
handful of nickels taken from it waa thrown 
to the floor, Four of the cight men came 
to town before midday and waited for the 
others. The men were well mounted and 
armed. When the robbers crossed the 
bridge and entered the town they drew 
their revolvers, and putting their horses in- 
to full gallop dashed through the streets 
shouting to the people on the walks to get 
inside, and ornamenting their shouts with 
tho most fiendish curses and imprecations, 
A band of citizens have started in pursuit. 
At last accounts the robbers were only

He says 
Sitting Bull organized not to fight the whites 
but to drive the minérs from the hills, Pre- 
vious to Custer's attack mounted couriers 
from Sitting Bull's camp had for 8 days watch- 
ed his forces, Ambuscades were prepared, 
and while the Indians stood ready for an at- 
tack many of them clanibered on’ the side of 
the hill overlooking Custer’s line of mreh. 

Custer attacked the smaller village and was 
immediately met by 1,500 or 2,000 Indians in 
regular order of battle. Every movement 
was made with military precision. Ridgely 
says he stood on the side of the hill where he 
had a complete view of the battle. Fully half 
of Custer’s command seemed to be unhorsed 
at the first fire, Tho soldiers retreated ond 
wore shot down With astonishing rapidity.

becomes a jelly,and occupies a larger space 
than it didn the form of graing., When a 
potato is boiléd, then 'edéh of theso colla of 
which it is composed become a little vessel 
{ull of jolly.j-and if,thore bo a great quan- 
tify of staréh in thd célls,it may be golatin- 
xd withoub-bursting- them. But, if the 
number of grains or theirsize be very groat 
tho cells of the potato are broken all sides 
by the expansion of the little masses of 
elly, and the appearance,of mealiness is 
roduced.{’ [Héricd!we'see. that nivaly~po- 
tatoes are the most valuable, and waxiness 
denotes a deficiency of starch or nourish- 
ing matter.

SH METHOD OF PACK 

c } PRINTs FOR wRKETY CF) 
Phe-Derbyshire «method of ‘sending But 
ter to market is quite different from any- 
thing practiced in this country. The dairy 
farmers put their butter up in half-pound 
prints neatly stamped. Instead of boxes 
or pails for packing they use stout. willow 
baskets. These are made especially for the 
purpose, and are arranged ;to receive from 
20 to 30 prints in each layer, and several 
layers of prints are placed one above the 
other. The layers of prints just fit the 
baskets, in rows 5 by)6 or 4)by 5 so aslto 
ayoid shaking and bruising by moving 
from their positions as: placed in| the bas- 
kets. The baskets are very nicely made, 
the sides rising upfrom the bottom pérpén- 
dicularly, and made sufficiently strong to 
retain a true and even shape. From 16 to 
30 pounds of butter are packed in each 
basket according to the size of ‘the dairy. 
or the amount of butter to be sent to 
market from time to time. In 
other words . the baskets are made 
of different sizes to accommodate the dairy, 
and they are completely. filled with prints 
when sent to ree The following is the 
manner of packing :—First, a fine, white, 
dry cloth is laid over the basket, and upon 
this is placed a wet one of fine white cot- 
ton, They lay dock leayes oyer the bot- 
tom. The dock leaf has a stock running 
through » its lengthy thus» rendering, the 
back of the leaf uneayon, while the. face, of 
tlie leaf is flat.” "Thé stalk, therefore, must 
be carefully drawn off Witla knife, care 
being taken that the leaf is not split., Now 
wet the prepared leayes and place them in 
the bottom of the basket, and upon them 
place a layerof butter prints, then a layer 
of leaves. The ends of the cloths are now 
turned down ovér the whole, and it\is{com- 
pleted. ~The basket should hold five half- 
pound prints in depth. In_this way the 
butter goes to market in the neighboring 
city or village sweet, rosy and in firm con- 
dition, the anme as it es the dairy. 


The Importance of Hducating 
Horses, 
Notwithstanding much has been said and 
written on the subject of breaking colts and 
handling vicious horses, and such men as 
Rarey, Williams, Manager, and others 
have been all over the country and demon- 
strated to all the superiority of science and 
skill in handling horses oyer, the old met- 
hod of poanding and whipping them —still 
thero area great many who. yot. stick to 
| the old custom of forcing thom into sub- 
| mission by kicks and blows, and who think 
that all that is necessary to enable a man 
| to break a colt well isto have plenty of 
courage, strength, and a loud -voiece ; and 
| when, they’ commened td break a colt, hitch 
| him wp’and try to drive hitn beforo he: in| 
| accustomed to the feeling of the harness,or 
| knows anythingrabout the use offthe bit or 
re and if he does notomove right off 
| before he has been taught to go, he is| 
whipped ; if he docs not mind the rein,tho 
| lash is laid on; if he stumbles:on the rough | 
| ground ho is “whaled ;" if he whonas too 
soon when told to whoa, he is kicked ; and 
if ho resents this cruel treatment; the | 
above is repoated. Tho consoquonco of 
such improper management is frequently || 
somo kind of a scrape, in whioh the colt. is! 
taught bis first. lesson in kicking or | 


a 
This mannor of handling colts ac- 
| counts for the many badly kicking and res- 
| tive horses we have, and also for the vast 
number of awkward, unhandy, and atupid 
brutes which we soo driven every day. 
Now, although almost any man can broak 
a colt after a fashion, there are but. fow | 
competent to educate a colt he should bo. 
A man to successfully handle and educate 
| horses and colts, should in the firat place 
be a natural horse-man, and be possessed 
of that peculiar knack without which no one 
can be a first class trainor. In the second 
place, he should have an unlimited stock | 
of pationce, and bo able to control himself | 
on all occasions; fora man that omnot 
control himself cannot, control a horse, 
Besides, a man should be posted in his, 
business, and be familiar with all the dif- 
ferent systems of horse training, as taught 
by tho most succeasful horse trainers, ° 
should also be a man possessed of a kind 
heart, capablo of inspiring confidence in tho 
animal ho is handling. 

Now if there was in every town a man 
with these requisities; and he should break 
all tho colts raised inthis town, the use- 
ful qualities of the horses of the country 
would, be greatly increased, and there 
would not be so many accounts in the 
papers of broken riba and bruised heads, 
caused by horses running or kicking. 1 
hope the day will soon come when every 
one will realize the importance of a moro 
thorough aystem of educating horses, and 
when schools shall be estabiished all over 
tho land for instructing competent men to 
educate and handle horses ; when such 
horses as now require a strong man to 
drive and control them, shall be rendered 
kind and docile, and be driven with safety 
and pleasure, and even without bit or 
rein; When competent veterinary sur- 
goons Shall take the place of our country 
* hogs doctors," and t e many diseases to 
which horse flesh is heir shall receive the 
attention which they deserve ; when the 
law for the prevention of cruelty to animals 
shall be enforced in every instance of its 
violation, and the offenders punished as 
thoy deserve. 

When these things are realized, and not 
before, will man’s best friend and most 
faithfulservent,the horse,receive that treat- 
ment to which that service entitles him,and 
instead of being overworked, starved and 
beaten by some, and used as a moans of 
gambling and cheating by others, he shall 
by proper care and attention, together 
with judicious breeding, and especially by 
a thorough education, made one of the 
greatest. blessings ever given by the 
Creator for the benefit of man.—A, T. 
Mapin, in Maine Farmer,

The New Pension List. 
(From the Mail.) 


The self-sustaining system of superannua- 
tion which had beon established by the late 
Government was handed over to the prese: 
Government with a surplus of fi 
thousand dollars, Under an abuse by which 
ho has turned it to the uses of the Ameri 
practice, which treats the civil ser 
spoil” for political victors, Mr, Mackenzio 
le that system a charge upon the gen- 
The surplus which the late 
‘erred with the Superannuation 
the country from tho burden 
ch of our public life in 1874, 
through a virtual misappropriation of the 
initiatory assessments paid by the officers of 
the soveral Dopartments. It fell short of 
that reault in 1875 ; for tho wresting of the 
Act to the purpose of inaking places for Mr. 
Mackenzie’s suppotters cost the public dur- 
ing the year, $17,000. Now $77,298 having 
been the total of the paymenta made to the 
229 officors who had been supersecded up to 
June, 1875, this sum of $17,000 paid from the 
general revenue shows that so many of the 
whole numbor as fifty were, outside the pur- 
view of the Superannuation Act, charged to 
the general revenue as in fact pensioners. 


Tho pension list which has been created 
by Mr. Mackenzie has grown since its initia 
tion to large dimensions, The $90,000 voted 
under the pretext of ‘‘super-annuation”” in the 
estimates of 1875-6 represents, on the basis of 
the roll of 1874-5, one of names, About 
$37,000 of that $90,000 having been obtain- 
able under the civil service assessments, the 
number of names standing on the 30th of 
June last onthe pension list which the pre- 
sent Government -has saddled the country 
with by means ofan item smuggled into the 
Budget, may be held to be so many as 157. 

The creation by stealth of a large body of 

pensioners is not only an offence against Par- 
liament, but is also an ontrage on the public. 
Dependent as that measure of “reform” still 
is on the grant of supplies from year to year, 
it ought to be pronounced on by the country 
without delay, if not to prevent its perman- 
ent authorization by a formal Act, to, at all 
eyents, prevent its further extension. Hand- 
ing over that aspect of the question without 
other comment here to the tax-payers of the 
Dominion, we propose now to bring before 
their attention the merits of this new charge 
that has hesn'placedl upon the revenue at a 
time of general depreesion,doing so under the 
eyidence of the wrong which that charge pre- 
sents in the light of sposial cases, 
‘The Superannuation Act provides, be,it re- 
collected, for the retirement, within thelimits 
of its resources, of officers unfit for duty. Sir 
John Macdonald's Ministry seleoted a num- 
ber of extreme cases in 1871, and another 
nomber of cases of a higher grads in 1872, and 
another number of cases of a still higher grade 
in 1875. These repeated siftings-out may be 
supposed to have left the service ina condi- 
tion of unusual olliciency, After that ex- 
haustion of the subjocta within the scope and 
aim of the law, by the previous Cabinet, the 
present Cabinet found twenty or thirty more 
to remove in 1874 ; found still fifty-seven 
more to remove in 1875 ; and, estimating the 
number from the appropriation, found be- 
tween sixty and seventy, after all that, to 
remove in 1876! Asa result of this persis- 
tent winnowing of what had been already 
three years under the fan, while Mr. Mac- 
kenzie may possibly have removed some few 
remnants‘of the chaff, the bulk of his removals 
may be fairly set down as wheat, That in- 
evitable inference we propose to put now in 
proof, beginning with some illustrations of the 
selections made for the new pension‘list in re- 
lation to the term of service :

If the present Cabinet did not embcdy a 
monopoly of all the virtues, we should regard 
with profound suspicion the number of i 
stances in which it has found in a civil serv 
which had been left in fine physical condition 
in November, 1873, 80 many cases, in even 
early and middle life, of ill health and infirm- 
ity. Be that, however, as it may, Mr. Mac- 
kenzie has felt free to place upon the pension 
list, with which he has burdened the country, 
the following instances of disability for dis- 
charging a duty which is, in many cases, but 
little more trying than that of sitting for six 
or seven hours a day in an casy chair:

Men can be tound as exceptions who are 
fit subjects for superannuation at the period 
of life between sixty-five and sixty. Rare 
cases there are in which others show such 
physical disability as to be unablo to dis- 
charge office duties at ages varying from fifty- 
six to thirty-seven. Tho purity and godli- 
ness of the present Cabinet to the contrary 
notwithataniding. ho one, however, believes 
that after three distinct cullings ont of such 
casos from the civil sorvice, there yet ro- 
mained #0 many of both of these excoptional 
classes as has been discovered for transfer to 
the new ponsion list. ‘This conclusion ap- 
pears irrosistible in its general form, but may 
00 brought nuder public judgmont in partiou-

The wantonness with which Mr, Mackenzie 
has tranaferred civil servants to his pension 
list is seon in its extreme instances in the 
Lower Provinces. ‘The groater caution with 
which that audacious abuse has beon initiated 
in presence of the political vigilance. of On- 
tario makes the above asample of the whole 
least unfavorable to the Government. Further, 
the cases given having beon taken from the 
roll of June, 1875, are, a8 specimens of the 
new class of pensioners, less remarkable as 
ev nee of wantonness in their charge 
upon the public than the class which had re- 
mained for the farther large additions that 
have been mado to their number during the 
last fiscal year. But notwithstanding all 
these considerations of abatement from the 
force of the proof generally, we submit the 
above cases to the observation of the several 
localities as concurrent evidence of the justice 
of the general inference that the present Cabi 
not has aggravated its stealthy creation of a 
now pension list by swelling the burden of 
that list without novessity in the absolute dia- 
ability of the officers it has removed, 

The judgment we challenge as to the fore- 
going ponsioners, froma Ontario does not go to 
the question whether they are as efficient as 
younger men, Such a test as that would per- 
haps give us, under the abuse in question, 
regiments of pensioners. Tho decision we 
invite applies in reference to such absolute 
incapacity for duty as would demand the 
supersedure of the officer ateven the cost of 
his sapport by the country, We may observe 
further that, while two or three or even more 
of the instances we submit here to local opin- 
ion may come within the prohibitions proper 
to the removal of officers under a system of 
retirement that eats up taxation, the general 
conclusion laid down would yet sustain the 
declaration that, in a large majority of the in- 
stances cited, Mr. Mackenzie's Cabinet stands 
guilty of having made a considerable propor- 
tion of its superannuations in a wantonness 
which has aggravated its grave offence of 
having fastoned @ pension list upon the bud- 
get by a procedure so covert as to be charge- 
able with fraud,

EUROPEAN. 
THE EASTERN WAR. 


Mr. Gladstone on the Eastern 
Question. 


Loxpox, Sept. 9.—Mr. Gladstone address- 
ed a meeting of his constituents in Black- 
heath this afternoon,on the Eastern question. 
A heavy rain was falling, but in spite of this 
the people, estimated to number 12,000, as- 
sembled to hear the ex-Prime Minister, and 
gavo him an enthusiastic reception. Resolu- 
tions expressive of the sense of the mocting at 
the Turkish atrocities were passed, There 
was some dissent froma section of the au- 
lience which considered the resolutions did 
not express sufficient indignation at tho pro- 
ceedings of the Turks, Mr, Gladstone said 
that through all his experience he had never 
witnessed a movement to compare with that 
which had arisen during the last two weeks 
throughout England concerningthe atrocities. 
Mr, Schuyler’s reports, ascoming fromarepre- 
sentative of a nation the inhabitants of which 
we rejoice to call brethren, and from one 
whose personal character and trustworthiness 
he had taken pains to ascertain, had produced 
a most marked impression on his mind, and 
convinced him he could no longer bear the 
esponsibility of remaining silent. Mr, Glad- 
tone then proceeded to show that the Tur- 
kish Government was responsible for the 
atrocities. 


Loxpon, Sept 10.—Renuter's despatches frem 
Belgrade state the Ministers of war and the 
Interior are visiting the army of the Drina ob- 
serving operations.

| The Bulgarian Horrors 


Turkish Methods of Stamping 
out Rebellion. 


INHUMAN BARBARITY. 


The Men Butchered and the Wo- 
men Ruthlessly Outraged. 


A correspondem, of the London Daily 
News, in company with Mr, Schuyler, has 
been investigating the stories concerning 
the horrible atrocities committed by the 
Turks in the rebellious-Proyinces, and he 
gives the results of these examinations in a 
lengthy letter to the News, which more than 
bears out tho stories of the massacres and 
outrages hitherto published, We areonly 
ablo to give a portion of his letter, the de- 
tails of which aro suflicient to fill all Chria+ 
tian people with horror, Referring to the 
state of things in one of the villages, the 
writer 30e3 on to say: 


THE RISING CCCURRRD ON THE 2ND OF 
MAY, 

On the 12th Hafiz Pacha arrived before 
the palace with a regiment of regular 
troops, two or three pieces of artillery, and 
a great number of Bashi-Bavouks. It 
would seom that the insurgents: only Had 
about 250 men armed with muskets or 
rifles. ‘The rest had only knives or pistols 
that before these troubles were worn by 
everybody, One hundred and fifty of the 
best armed had gone out on one road to 
ward Tartar-Bazardjik to dispate the way, 
and one hundred on the other way, for it 
seoms they did not have spies out to see by 
which way the army would come, When 
Hafiz Pacha arrived, he found only 100 
men to oppose him, and these, frightened 
atthe superiority of the force brought 
against them, ran away at_the first fire, It 
docs not ‘appear that they fired off their 
guns, forthere was not a single ‘Lurk kill- 
ed or wounded, The inhabitants, panic 
stricken, had inthe meantime attempted 
to fly, but the town had already been sur- 
rounded, and they were either driven back 
or cut down in the fields. I had forgotten 
to state that at the approach of the Bashi- 
Bazouks the inhabitants of eight or nine 
neighboring villages, ‘fear ‘stricken, had 
abandoned their homes and taken refuge 
here, to the number of 5,000 or 6,000; and 
they now filled the streets, crying and 
screaming with fright. As all resistance 
had now ceased, or, rather, as’ none had 
really been offered, Hatiz Pacha had noth- 
ing to do but march into the town, arrest 
the leaders of the insurrection and restore 
order. Instead of this, however, he 
brought up his artillery, and without 
summoning the place to surrender, com- 
menced a bombardment, as

into these crowds of shrieking women and 
children. Until midnight the din of the 
bombardment resoundéd through the 
streets. Hafiz Pacha was offering himself 
a concert, The hoarse roar of his canton, 
the screaming of shells, the ear-splitting 
explosions, mingled with the feeble wail of 
women and children, made sweet music to 
his ears, and he prolonged the entertain- 
ment. He wished to sée it by night, lit up 
by the fires of burning houses and the 
globes of flame which leapt from the 
mouths of ths cannon. It wasa safe and 
harmless kind of amusement. There were 
no stern eyed men there to give him back 
ball for ball and shell for shell, but only 
women and children who. answered with 
shrieks and groans ; and he continued the 
joyous concert until midnight. Then the 
joud mouthed dogs of war ceased thoir 
clamor ; they had done their work ; it was 
now the turn of the sabre, 
During the night and the next mornin, 
the troops and the Bashi-Bazouks entere 
the place, and thew began

age nor sex were spared, The town was 
pillaged, then fired ; about one-fourth of 
the houses were burned ; people were cut 
down in the streets,on their own doorsteps, 
slaughtered on their own hearthstones, 
Old men and women begging for merey and 
children and infants screawing in terror, 
perished alike beneath the swift and 
tain sabre, It is thought that 3,000 peo- 
ple were killed in this place alono,of whom 
about 400 were inhabitants of the town, 
and the rest from the neighboring villages 
who had taken refuge here, But we were 
not greeted here with the scenes of horror 
that awaited us at Batak. Hafiz Pacha, 
unlike Achmet Agha, had sense enotigh to 
haye the bodies burned within. the follow- 
ing three days, and thus to cover up his 
tracks. 

It has been repeatéd again and again that 
theac acts were perpetrated by the Bashi- 
Bazouks only, and not by the regular 
troops, and a great deal is made of the 
statement as showing the massacres wore 
committed without the consent of the au- 
thorities. If the statement were worth 
anything the converse ought to be trne— 
that if the massacres were committed by 
the regular troops then the authorities aro 
responsible, Now, sé it happens, w! 
ever there wore any regular troops to

was beaten half to death, and'then thrown 
sensoless on a heap of wood and burnt 


alive. 
Thero wasan old man_ here, Zwatko 
Boyadjieff by name, a public benefactor, a 


liberal contributor to the school fund, who 
in winter supported half the widows and 
orphans of the place, who was ronowned for 
hia charities to Christian and Turk alike. 

Ho was likewise seized, tortured and mal- 
treated. His eyes were put ont, and, after 
undergoing the most fearful torments, he 
was thrown on a heap of wood fainting or 
dead, the people donot . know which, and 
burned. They seized tlie priest Nestor, 
and cut off his fingers one by one to extort 
money, and as the poor man had none to 


hear of his having reproyed the Turkish 
uthorities of having told them’ they had 
dono wrong ; and everywhere we ‘hear of 
Mr. Gnuarichino scolding, bullying and 
browbeating the Bulgariansin the presence 
of their tyrants. 

If T tell what I have #éen and heard it is 
because I want the People of England to 
understand what these Turks are, and if we

We were shown in the yard of a neat 

little cottage, embowered in trees, a grave, 

beside which a woman was kneeling as 


wo passed. It was the grave of a young 
man of eightcen, who had a re- 
turned home from school. when the 


troubles began, after an. absence of two 
years, and who had taken no part ia the 
outbreak. They liad séized “him, and in 
mere sport cut off his haiids one by ono in 
the presence of his) mother, then killed 
him. What make these acts more terrible 
was that many of them were committed 
in the presence of the weeping relativés— 
wife, mother, brothers, sisters of victims. 
And they were repeated | by the hundred. 
It would. take a volume to tell all the 
stories that wore related to us. But it was 
not only old and young men who soffered; 
women, young, girls, children, infants were 
ruthlessly slaughtered... These Turks haye 
no pity, no compassion, no bowels. They 
have not even fhe generosity, the pity of 
wild beasts. Even the tiger will not slay 
the young of its own species. But. these 
Turka, these strong, bearded men, picked 
infants up out of their cradles with their 
bayonets, tossed them in the air, caught 
them again and flang them at the heads of 
the shrickingmothérs. They carried little 
babes about the streets on the points of 
their bayonets, with their poor little heads 
and arms drooping around the barrels of 
their guns, and the blood streaming down 
oyer their hands, They cut off ‘the heads 
of children, and compelled other children 
to carry the still bleeding heads around in 
their arms. 

1 wonld have the reader retiiember that 
Lamrelating facts that have been coldly and 
concisely noted down in my _ presence, by. 
Mr. Schuyler ; facts that will appearin his 
Teport ; fucts that were told him by peo- 

lé who went and moaned and wrung their 
ante, and filirly tore their hair at the bare 
remembrance of the scenes they were re- 
lating. 

Hundreds of women tame to us recount- 
ing what'they had seen and what they had 
suffered. 

NOT A WOMAN IN THE PLACE SEEMS TO HAVE 

ESCAPED OUTRAGE, 

They all confess openly. In other places 
where these things occurred the, women 
have shown a hesitation to speak, In some 
cases they deniéd they had been outraged 
and we afterwards learned they” ‘confessed 
to others they had been. At Avrat-Alana 
ane of ladies calle Ee are Schuy- 
ler to heir eompleints and he woe 
deh mE find that they had 
very little to say. Upon going away, how- 
over, they left-him’a letter. signed by them 
all, sdying, that scarcely a) woman in the 
place had escaped ouSaet They could 
not bring themselves to tell him viva voce ; 
but thinking that as he was investigating 
here inan Official capacity he ought’ to 
know they had decided to write to, him. 
Here, however, they did not hesitate to 
spéak out. Outrages were committed so 
publicly, so genétally, that they feel ‘it 
would be useless to try to hide their shame 
and they ayow it openly, These acts were 
committed not only in the houses, but in 
the stréets, in the yards, in the courts ; for 
the Turks have not even the decency 
which may accompany, vice. They: have 
not even the modesty of vileness ; they 
have not eyen the shame of nature. Moth- 
ers were outraged in ‘the presence of their 
daughters ; young girls'in ‘the presence of 
their mothers, of their sisters and brothers. 
One woman told us, pringing her hands 
and crying, that herself and her daughter, 
4 girl of fifteen, had been violated in the 
same room. Another, that shé was vidla- 
ted in the presence of her children. A girl 
of eighteen avowed, shuddering, and bow- 
ing her face in her hands, that 


SUE HAD BEEN OUTRAGED BY TEN SOLDIERS, 


A woman, who came to us on cratches 
with a bullet still in her ankle, said she had 
been violated by three soldiers while lying 
wounded on the ground groaning in agony, 
Young, delicate, fragile little creatures, 
ton/and twelve years old, were treated in 
the same, bratal, manner. A woman told 
us that her daughter, a tender, delicate lit- 
tle thing of twelve, had been seized and 
outraged by a Bashi+Bazourk, although she 
had offered all the money she had ‘in the 
world, although sho offered herself if he 
would spare the child. Another told us of 
a poor little thing of’ ten violated in her 
presence, with a hamber of other girls. 
Still another told us of a dozen young girls 
twelve or fifteen years old, had taken ref- 
uge in her home, hoping to. escape detec- 
tion ; how they had been discovered ; how 
two of them had been outraged and killed 
because they had resisted, and hew tho 
others then submitted to their fate—white, 
shivering,their tooth chattering with fright.

forsooth }) The crimes that were commit- 
ted here are beyond the reach of oxagger- 
ation, ‘There were stories related us that 
are maddening in thoir atrocity, that causo 
the heart to swell ina burst of impotent 
ragé that ean only ‘find vent in pitying, 
useloas tears; We were told of a young 

irl of sixteon, outraged by three or four 
Bashi Bazouks, in the presence of her 
fathor, who was old and blind Suddenly 
sho saw one preparing, in more sport, to 
kill the poor old man, and she sprang for- 
ward with a shriek, threw hor arms around 
his neck weeping, and trying to shield him 
with hor own delicate body, It was all 
in vain ; the bullet sped on its course, and 
the fathor and daughter—the swoet young 
girl and thé blind old man—foll dead in 
cach others arms. Ishould, perhaps, beg 
oardon of my readers for dwelling on these 
harrowing details. But I am_ not writing 
for childron and young gitls, but for mon 
and women ; and everywhore’ hore I soo 
the Turks | upon the English as 
thoir friends and allies, coun ting ppon us 
for help against their enor looking to 
ts for aid and comifort and bon et) 
mont exasporating thing of all—that nis 
have our approval in everything thoy dov 


Mr. Schuyler obtained’ ample évidenco 
of other crimes tog foul) to) be even iiamed. 
I belive that Mr, Baring has obtained no 
information on'this point and does not be- 
lievein it. I scarcely wonder at this. There 
are crimes that repel investigatien, and 
avoid the light ; that, like those vile creep- 
ing loathsome things found under carrion 
or in the lowest depths of sewers, cling to 
the dark holes and corners and escape in- 
spection. Mr, Schuyler has oxplored these 
dark depths to the bottom with the cool- 
ness of asurgeon, probing afoul and fes- 
tering ulcer. But I do not think he will 
be ablé to state the facts in hisréport. They 
are without the pile of the’ English langu-

‘The Rochester was the next 
to steam up, bringing 800 passengers from 
Picton, and the Battery A. Band of King- 
ston. The Oswego Belle next steamed up, 
carrying about 1,000 passengers, and the 
Picton Band, She started from Bath, and 
called at Picton and most of the wharves 
on her way up.

The chair was ocoupied hy Mr, Baltis Roso 
President of the Liberal-Conservative Associ- 
ation and Warden of the County. After a 
few introductory remarks he introduced

Prof. Bell moved, seconded by Mr, Yeo- 
mans, that the special Committee on School 
site be empowered to treat with Mr. U. L. 
Coleman for the purchase of School site, and 
roport at the October meeting. 

Mr, Newbery asked had the Chairman given 
permission to the teachers to close the schools 
yesterday. He also stated that an announce- 
ment made of a meeting last night was incor- 
rect, no meeting having been called for that 
night, 

The Chairman said he had hoped nothing 
would haye been said by any member of the 
Board in relation to any ching written in news- 
papers in regard to the matter. He had carried 
out the resolution of the Board, which placed 
the discretion of granting holidays in hishands, 
No teacher had applied to him for a holiday 
onthe 12th, but if any one or all of them 
had applied to him, he would have grant- 
the request most cordially, not 
particularly on account of the nature of the

his school, He would not go if a single mem- 
ber of the Board objected.

Mr. Wills thought the information which 
teachers would derive by visiting the Cen- 
tennial would be of great value to the pupils, 
and he hoped that as many teachers as possi-

| BRITISH COLUMBIA AND CANADA. 


OPINIONS OF 'THE ENGLISH PRESS, 


THE BROKEN FAITH OF THE DOMINION GOVERNMENT 


Sweeping Condemnation of Offi- 
olal Treachery. 


English papers just to hand contain promi- 
nent references to the British Columbian ques- 
tion, tho articles being all pitched in a tone of 
general condemnation of the Government of 
the Dominion for its false and temporizing 
policy, and broken promises to the Columbi- 


ans. We give a few oxtracts : 


(From the London Standard, Aug. 24.) 


The case is one which calls for the further 
active interposition of the Imperial Goyern- 
mont.~ If Canada is not willing or ablo to 
carry out the terms on which she tempted 
British Columbia to join the Confederation 
—terms which have been made by the sub- 
sequent negotiations very much less oncrous 
than those of the original bond of 1871—that 
Province has a clear right to withdraw from 
the Union, Yet its doing so, though it is a 
prospect which some Canadian statesmen 
affect to regard with unconcern, would in- 
volvo the British Empire in North America 
ina serious danger, if it did not imperil the 
stability of the Dominion, A North Ame- 
rican Confederation wanting British Colum- 
bia is maimed of one of its essential limbs. 
The Dominion is reduced, in Yankee phrase, 
to a ‘tone-horse” affair. British Columbia 
separated from the other provinces, stands in 
great danger of being drawn into the other 
Union on the South, which already is tempt- 
ing her allegiance. The quarrel between the 
province and the Dominion appears to have 
arrived at its present stage chiefly through 
the insincere, narrow, and yacillating polic 
of the heal Canadian Government, Which 
certainly is responsible for the failure of Lord 
Carnarvon’s compromise of 1874. Nor can we 
help thinking that if Mr. Mackenzie had been 
half as zealous in the cause of reciprocity as 
between the Dominion and the province as he 
has been between Canada and the United 
States, there would not have arisen this for- 
midable difficulty between two sections of the 
British people in North America, 


(From the Morning Post, August 22.) 


But there is the British Columbian view of 
this matter to be taken into consideration. It 
isnot to be denied that the Province has 
legitimate and great grounds of complaint. It 
entered into union with the Dominion of Can- 
ada upon certain terms, and those terms have 
not been observed on the part of Canada. It 
can point to the fact that the union has done 
it/no good, but on the contrary has done it 
harm by doing away with its free port, and in 
the matter of the tariff. It can allege with 
perfect truth that unless joined to Canada by 
arailway there can be nothing but a mbre 
connection between it and the Dominion, that 
the railway is the link without which the two 
must remain divided as sharply in interests 
and aims as if they were at different ends of 
the world. The fact is that the railway is 
essential to any real and effective union, and 
that while the railway is left unmade the un- 
ion is, as regards British Columbia, a mis- 
chievions delusion. Canada is not effected 
either for good or evil by the failure to con- 
struct the railway, further than that the ben- 
efits to be derived from the railway are 
postponed ; but British Columbia would 
have been far better off asa Crowr colony 
than as a Province of Canada without the 
railway. She has set aside and kept unim- 
proved and unoccupitd lands for the railway, 
she has had her affsire kept ina state of un- 
certainty, and she has had distinct pftomises 
and engagements made to and with her, brok- 
en to suit the convenience of Canada. And, 
more than this, British Columbia has had the 
mortification of seeing Canada adopting great 
and costly schemes of canal improvement and 
epennicteoMey upon them instead of on the 
Pacitic Railway, the constructing of which 
was a prior obligation. And British Colum- 
bia can claim that long before commercial 
dullness fell upon Canada, the Dominion Goy- 
ernment exhibited the utmost reluctance to 
fulfil the obligations imposed on it by the Act 
of Union. British Columbia, in fine, may say 
that she has nothing to do with the ability or 
anaes of Canada to carry out the engage- 
ments between them, that she entered into 
union on certain terms, and that’ those terms 
have not been complied with by Canada. 

British Columbia, therefore, has griovances 
against Canada that are not to be challenged, 
and no doubt the mission of Lord Dufferin is 
to soothe the Province ; 
exceptionally intense, 
be easier than it would seem to be. 
be doubted, however, if all the tact and geni- 
ality of Lord Dufferin will sncceed in obliter- 
ating the sense of cruel injustice under which 
the Province is writhing. The visit of the 
Governor General may excite enthusiasm and 
oust unpleasant reflections for the moment ; 
but British Columbia knows her own interest 
too well not to continue to feel that she has 
been wronged and injured; and after Lord 
Durham has returned to his seat of Govern- 
ment, the British Columbians no doubt will 
return to their discontent, The position of 
British Columbia is indeed one that must cause 
great anxiety and excite much commiseration. 
Its loyalty forbid it to entertain the idea of 
annexation tothe United States, and even 
if that were not so, it may be questioned if 
the weight of taxation. pressing on America 
would not prevent the idea from being en- 
tertained seriously. Then, if the province 
were to demand the abrogation of the union, 
onthe ground of the non-fulfilment of the 
terms of agreement by Canada, it might seem 
to it to be diminishing the chances of obtain- 
ing the great connecting link with the At- 
lantic for the want of which it is languishing. 
And yet if matters are allowed to stand as at 
present, British Colambia, besides suffering all 
tho disadvantages of connection with Canada 
and experiencing none of the possible advan- 
tages, will remain in a depressed and isolated 
condition, It will be interesting to see what 
Lord Dufferin will propose tothe province, 
All the compensation that Canada can by any 
possibility offer to it will be its due, It may 
Five to await the coming of better times, but 
meanwhile Canada has an enormous debt on 
account of unfulfilled engagements to dis- 
charge to hor proyince. Tho Home Govern-

The number of exhibits in this class is |

home make, hence the decline of domestic 
manufactures, Mr, Geo, Adams shows 
some fine specimens of knitting machine 
work, 

SEWING MACHINES. 

Mr, W. H. Vantassel shows eight sew- 
ing machines of the celebrated Wheeler & 
Wilson manufacture, including patterns 
Nos, 1, 2, 6 and 8, the latter anew style of 
family sewing machine, which is expected 
to prove very popular, 

LEATHER, 

The only exhibitor in this section pre- 
sent last night was Mr. J. C. Stewart, who 
makes a very handsome display of work of 
home manufacture and of leathers in Mo- 
rocen, French calf and kip. 

This morning there were two more exhi- 
bitors,; Mr. James McCrndden showing two 
pairs coarse boots (men’s)and one pair fine, 
also three sides upper leather of excellent 
quality. Two sets of harness were also 
shown, but by whom we could not ascer- 
tain. 

THE GROUND FLOOR. 

The show on the ground floor was the 
poorest seen in Belleville for many years. 
A considerable portion of the space was 
unoccupied, and with the exception of the 
department of Roots and Vegetables, the 
exhibition of agriculturdl products was com- 
paratively a failure. 

The principal exhibitors of Roots and 
Vegetables were Mr. Jas, Munro, of the 
Eureka Gardens, Mr. Wills,gardener at the 
Deaf and Dumb Institute, Mr. Cotter, of 
Frankford, Mr. J. W. London, Intelligencer 
office, and Francis Peck, of Ameliasburg. 
It would be difficult to tind anything equal 
to the Early Rose Potatoes shown by Mr. 
London ;and the display made by Mr. Mun- 
ro, Mr, Wills and Mr. Peck, of all kinds of 
roots and vegetables, considering the un- 
favorable season, was very fine. Mr. Sin- 
field exhibited some Sweet Corn which we 
have not seen excelled. 

The only exhibitor. in Carriages was the | 
firm of Messrs. Brown and St. Charles,and | 
they certainly excelled anything they ever 
attempted before, ‘Their work was of the 
finest character, in the newest styles, and 
we question, if in point of finish and work- 
manship, any other factory in the Province 
could surpass them. They had on exhibi- | 
tion a very handsome basket phaoton, 
piano top buggy, Central Park phaoton, 
open piano buggy, a two-horse carriage, 
two open buggies, and one democrat, and 
in sleighs they had a very fine pleasure 
sleigh, two cutters, and one family sleigh. 

Of Grain there were only a few lots,and 
but ten parcels of butter and half a dozen 
cheese. There was avery good show of 
corn, and quality generally was superior. 

The only occupant of the western corner 
of the building was Mr. Jas. Barrett, who 
had on exhibition a number of pianos and 
organs for which he is agent, and soveral | 
of his famous sewing machines, which we 
aro glad toloarn are finding a large salo 
throughout the country. 

In the Furniture department Messrs, 
Gibbard & Son are the only exhibitors. They 
cover considerable space, but it is filled 
with some of tho finest furniture ever shown 
in Belleville, Their bed room set trimmed 
with Italian and French Walnut,is certain, 
ly something superb, and we question } 
whether anything to excel it in point of | 
style and finish can be found in the large 
cities. Thoy also oxhibit two parlor sets 
im greon broachatelle, and a heavy Walnut 
bed room sot, hat racks, chairs and othor 
furniture. All that they show is of thoir | 
own manufacture,and it cortainly does them 
credit 

A Mr. Barr exhibits a wood table of vory

Wolves in Russia. 


STATISTICS OF THE AMOUNT DAMAGE 
DONE—STRENOGTH OF THE WEASTS —TWO 
HUNDRED PROPLE DESTROYED IN 1876— 
ASBRIOUS CALAMITY, 


or 


The London Times says :—‘‘A most 
curious and intorosting phamphlet has late- 
ly boon published at St. Potersburg as an 
appendix to the Government official paper, 
the Pravitelsthenni Viestnik. It consists of 
statistics of the amount of damage done by 
wolyes in Russia, with remarks on tho 
habitat of these destructive animals and on 
the means of destroying thom. Tho 
amount of property destroyed by wolves 
aécording to the data given, is something 
‘appalling, In the yoar 1873, for example, 
in one Government, that of Vologda, com- 
prising an area of 354,000 square versts, 
they killed 14,000 head of large cattle an 
30, head of small ; in the Kazan Goven- 
ment, ina space of Faye 56,000 square 
vorsts, they killed 5,000 large and 26,000 
small, of an aggregate value of 254,000 
roubles, the population of this Govern- 
ment being only 1,715,000, In the St. 
Potersburg Government tho losses are 
smaller, but even there in the same year 
proporty Was destroyed w wolves to the 
extent of 64,000 roubles, And these figures 
are taken at a very moderate estimate— 
taking only thirty roubles all-round ‘for 
large cattle and four roubles for small cat- 
tle, such as sheep and calves. In forty- 
five Russian Governments, oxclusive of the 
Baltic Provinces and Poland, 741,900 head 
of cattle were destroyed in one year, mak- 
ing a loss to the country of over 7,500,000 
roubles, or more than a million sterling. 


Russia is a thinly populated country, and 
perhaps, the above loss appears even more 
striking when considered in reference to 
area. Putting aside eight out of the forty- 
five governments, the loss on the remain- 
ing fhinty-cight amounts to three copecks 
on every deciatine of 27 acres. Tho report 
assures us that the figures are for several 
reasons rather under than over stated. It 
contains much that is interesting as regards 
the natural history of the wolf, illustrated 
by anecdotes, as for example, to show the 
strength of these beasts, it relates that one 
fell into a trap and lost its right fore foot ; 
on three legsit ran out of the woods and 
seized a sucking pig tied by hunters to the 
rear of their sledge ; received a bullet 
through the left leg, and, nevertheless, ran 
twenty versts further, and was killed run- 
ning. The amount wolves will eat is enor- 
mous. In two or three hoursa pair will 
eat the half of a horse weighing 350, kilo- 
grammes, they themselves weighing no 
more than fifty kilogrammes. A dauger- 
ous peculiarity is their trick of appearing 
to be dead. A peasant found a wolf ap- 
pearantly dead onthe ground, beat him 
With a cudgel, and took him home on his 
sledge for the sake of his skin. In the 
night he hearda noise, and found the 
animal on the table. It ae at his 
throat, and his wife, who rushed for help, 
found him dead on her return. 

The report states that the number of 
wolves in the country cannot be less than 
170,000 and that they eat of feathered 
game alone 200,000,000 head. In 1875 no 
less than 200 people were déstroyed by 
wolves, and many and varivus are the 
means suggested for suppressing these in- 
jurious animals, such as forming regular 
hunts, giving premiums for every one kill- 
ed, poisoning them, &e. A comparison is 
instituted between the losses occasioned by 
cattle plagues and fires as against those 
caused by wolves, and, extraordinary as it 
May seem, the proportion of the eon 
done.by wolves as compared with cattle 
plagues, is as 200 to 240, and it must fur- 
ther be taken into consideration that while 
the epidemic may leave the peasant the 
skin of his cow, the wolf carries away his 
prey irreclaimably. And even in a contest 
with the devouring element for supremacy 
in destruction, the wolf is hardly left be- 
hind. When we consider that the above 
figures relate only to one species of wild 
beast, and that the peasants of Russia are 
exposed to losses of-a like nature from 
bears, foxes, &c., the aggregate damage 
done by wild beasts in that country cannot 
be looked upon otherwise than as a most 
serious calamity,” 


The Mennonites and Their Farms. 


The Manitoba Standard, in describing 
the farms, fields, kitchens, cattle and crops 
of the Mennonites who settled in that Pro- 
vince last. year, says :—The quantity of 
land yielding crops this year will average 
about twenty acres per family. Most of 
the settlers have good frame barns erected, 
some of them quite large, measuring 29x25 ft. 
A large number of apple trees were planted 
last spring, which were brought from 
Waterloo County, Ont., and are growing 
well. The late arrivals say there will be 
an immigration of Russian Lutherans ‘to 
this Province next summer, Harvesting 
commenced on the 11th instant. The land 
that had been ploughed twice before sow- 
ing is expected to yield from 35,to.40. bus. 
of wheat to the acre, and that which was 
only ploughed once will scarcely produce 
fifteen bushels per acre. The wheat, oat 
and barley harvest is large fora new set- 
tlement, and of excellent qualty. ‘The hay 
crop has been well cured and gathered in 
large quantities. All kinds of root crops, 
and potatoes especially, ard caltivated with 
great care and pride, The products of the 
gardens have grown chiefly from seeds 
ripened on Russian soil, among which are 
found many fine samples of the potato. | 

A number of dwelling houses lidve been 
erected this summer, and neatly finished, | 
considering the sort of builders tools that | 
were omployed in theirconstruction. The 
roofs of the houses are thatched with straw, 
the floors are of clay, and uncarpeted, but 
even the chilly thought of planting their | 
bare feet upon such uninviting frigidness, 
ona cold winter morning, will not keep 
them abed # minute after the usual hour. 
The barns are built immediately in the | 
rear of the dwelling, with a door opening | 
from the kitchen into the stable. They | 
use neither cooking stove nor old-fashion- 
ed fire places, but build bake-ovens of 
clay ; these are built so they oxtend 
through the partition, and warm both kit- 
chen and drawing-room. The fuel which 
they are now using is neither wood nor 
coal, but manure. The grain fields are not 
enclosed with fences, but the crops aro 
protected by herds. About twenty far-

It is one of the miserable things in lifo 
that there are persons to whom the gift of ex- 
pression is denied, We pity those whose 
bodily speech is wanting, but no body pities 
the spiritually dumb, Their affliction is ino 
prehensible to us, and we treat its victims as 
though in some way they suffered through 
their own fault. No cruelty is meant by this, 
It is next to impossible for frank and out- 
spoken persons to comprehend that all cannot 
speak, and that much suffering sometimes 
lies locked in this enforced silence, 
Helen Miles was one of those speechless 
souls, As a child she was pale and still.

British Columbia. 


“A Victorian,” in a letter in the Z'imes on 
the British Columbian question, remarks as 
follows 

T have beon a resident in British Columbia 
for many years, and have witnessed the aboli- 
tion of the free port of Victoria, the union of 
British Columbia and Vancouver Island, and, 
lastly, Confoderation, all of which has been 
brought about by much the same moans. The 
abolition of the free port was the first blow, 
but with the free port the Union could not 
have been effected. I have als seen profes- 
sional men and morchants innumerable leaye 
tho colony, many-of whom_were ruined, while 
others thought it a waste of time to continue 
there any longer; aud I attribute the past and 
present depressed state of the colony in great 
measure to its unsettled state, consequent on 
the perpetual changes which have occurred, 
and the uncertainty as to the future. 

I trust I am mistaken in the policy of the 
Colonial office, but when Ibear in mind all 
that has transpired, and take into considera 
tion the unsatisfactory remarks of Mr, Low- 
ther, with reference to Mr. M’Arthur’s ques- 
tions in the House of Commons as to the 
observance by Canada of the Carnarvon 
terms, and that several months had then 
elapsed since the appeal by British Columbia 
hod been received, Tear that, although they 
will at all times speak of us fairly, yet for the 
purpose of Keeping on good terins with the 

Jominion they are not unwilling to allow the 
British Columbian grievanco to hang on, so 
that eventually our necessities may compolus 
to make furthor concessions.

‘The above were all read a first time. 

WAYS AND MEANS. 
Council went into committee on Ways and 
Means ; Mr. Holden in the chair. 
On motion of Mr, J. H. Hambly, the Audi- 
tors’ report was read. It states that the books 
of R. P. Davy show that he received during 
1875 $50, , of which he expended $27,- 
024,53, leaving $23,023,02 unaccounted for. 
The books and accounts of E. W. Davy and 
R. Tannahill, his successors, were found to be 
correct, also those of J, A. G. Crozier, Secre- 
tary-Treasurer of the School Board; that 
a settlement of the matter with John Kerr be 
secured; also that the present Treasurer's 
books are kept according to Statute, and pa- 
pers neatly fyled. 
Mr, J. H. Hambly, in moving the adoption 
of the report, said the statoments therein con- 
tained are correct, He was sorry the report 
had not been adopted at the last meeting, un- 
less cause could be shown, as evory delay put 
back the estimates, costing us $200 per fort- 
night for intezest. The report was one of the 
most thorough he had ever seen, being full 
and clear in every particular. 
Mr, Lattimer said the report had been Iaid 
over because Mr. Hambly had not been pres- 
ent to give explanations. Tho report should | 
have been brought forward some time ago. | 
Mr, Henderson supposed that théir not hav- 
ing the report before was due to the fact that | 
they had not had a meeting for six weeks. 
He objected to this report as to others, as the 
ntatoment of availablo assets was altogether | 
delusive, they being such as could not be ro- | 
alized for the payment of debts. Ho asked 
any mbmber was it right that R. P. Davy’s 
deficiency of $23,023.02 should be put down 
ag an available assct?

The Belleville and North Hastings Rail- 
way is still progressing, and while not as 
fast as we could wish (for we would like it 
through this fall) still at the same timo 
vory satisfactorily. No one that has not 
seen the work done .on the south side of 
the Lake and at the bridges can form any- 
thing like acorrect idea of the amount of 
work already done. No particular fuss 
has been made, but regularly evory work- 
ing day since the ‘‘first sod’’ was turned 
last 9th September, the work has gone on 
—and on—until the immense 
earth and rock that have been heaped up 
at ‘Lake Moira’’ (formerly ‘Hog Lake,” 
but we are going to get rid of that name, 
for like the President of the Council it ‘is 
rank and smells to heaven,” and why not 
Lake Moira?) would surprise any one who 
has not visited it since the first sod was 
turned. The railroad people have had their 
share of the fight with the ‘‘fire fiend.” 
The debris heaped up along the sides of the 
road made splendid material for. the fire to 
revel in, and it took a great deal of labor 
to prevent serious damage to the road bed. 
As it was, some 2,000 ties were consumed 
with 1,600 posts—greater damago was 
feared but the active precautions taken by 
the Chief Engineer, Mr. Daley, and the 
foreman, Mr. Ferguson, finally stayed the 
ravages of the fire. 

Speaking of the Railway Bridge reminds 
me of the gravel road bridges and the boat 
houses clustering around them. 

Whether it is that the expectation of 
the railroad has increased the boat build- 
ing tendencies of this place or whether 
the crossing of the lake at this point of the 
railway has increased the attractions of the 
lake—be it what it may, the number of 
pleasure boats on the lake has increased to 
an extraordinary extent, and we have now 
avery respectable fleet, ranging from tho 
“light canoe” that “will barely hold two 
persons, up to the fine sail boat—I predict 
that this lake will be a place of consider- 
able resort when the railway shall be finish- 
ed, 

On Thursday the 14th a free fair was 
held in the village of Madoc.

The 
“ Fair” was utilized for many other pur- 
poses, such as auction sales, &c.; and by 
some of the roughs to kick up a row, in 
which they succeeded to a considerable ex- 
tent, but the next morning the hotel keep- 
ers lodged complaints with A, F, Wood, 
Esq., who issued summons for about a 
dozen, and on Saturday these cases wete 
disposed of before a bench of Magistrates, 
composed of A, F. Wood, J.R. Ketcheson, 
W. H. Tumelty and B. F. Ferguson. Ten 
of these were fined—one paying $4,one 87, 
seven $10 and one $20—one did not ap- 
pear and a warrant was issued for his ar- 
rest. The Chairman, A. F. Wood, Esq., 
warned them that this was only a foretaste 
of what might be expected if a similar oc- 
currence took place,as the magistrates were 
bound to put down these rows, and if pos- 
sible redeem Madoc village from the bad 
name it had got for disturbances of this 
kind. He commended the landlords for 
the part they had taken and assured them 
they should have the hearty co-operation 
of the Justices of the Peace. The action 
of the bench gives general satisfaction here 
for it is felt that it will help to accomplish 
the object desired.

Winter Milk.

I give 
each cow a small handful of hay, and then 
go to grooming them just the same as I 
should a horse, first the currycomb, then 
the corn-broom brush, and then the hair 
brush, keeping them sppplied with hay, a 
small quantity ata time, for about an hour, 
Then the boy milks. At night we fill a pork 
barrel with cut hay, with which we mix half 


of shorts. Upon this mixture we pour hot 
In the morning, we pour on more hot water, 
and after milking, this is given to the cows;

water ; at noon, whon the boys come from

Quinine is said to possess 
the power of stopping the miaroscopic fungi, 
and is thorefore’recommended as a remedy. 
The Italian doctor has successfully used a 
powder composed of the chlorhydrate of 
quinine, one part ; bicarbonate of soda, 
one part ; gum arabic, twenty parts. The 
soda is intenled to dissolve the mucus, the 
gum arabic to increase the adherence of 
the powder on the bronchical passages. 
The blowing in of the powder should take 
place during a deep inspiration of the pa- 
tient,so that it may penetrate the windpipe, 
the chief seat of the microscopic fungus. 
The remedy, whatever may be the truth of 
the theory on which it is founded, has the 
merit of simplicity, and if its “application 
did little good, it could not do much liarm.

In the course of 
time ostrich-farms arose, so that now, while 
Australia is noted for her vast cattle and 
sheep farms, a portion of the Cape of Good 
Hope Colony is important chiefly for its great 
ostrich-farms, and’tho production of those 
beautiful plumes that adorn the hats and bon- 
nets of so many of the fair sex. 

In a very admirable display of the products 
of that far-away colony, H, Crawford Coates, 
Esq., Government Commissioner, has taken 
particular pains to attract public attention to 
the manner in which these wild birds have 
been domesticated. Ho states that at the 
Cape there are many large farms entirely do- 
voted to the single purposeof raising ostriches 
for their feathers. The process of incubation 
is very interesting. It was found that the 
mother-bird lost about two-thirds of her eggs 
in hatching, which was quite too great a loss, 
and some means had to be taken to improve 
the natural method of incubation which the 
old birds pursued, It must bo remembered 
that a single egg is worth about $25, and a 
sound healthy chick $50, So an incubator 
was invented. Its construction is very sim- 
ple. It consists of a common boiler with 
small wooden boxes built up over it so as to 
be conveniently heated by its steam.

weeks when the young ostriches are hatched 
outand placed in warm, dry coops for two or 
three days after which they are released and 
permitted to run about in their yards, A 
good large chicken is worth $100, gold, when 
seven days old. This simplo process of incu- 
bation is pursued very successfully, the farm- 
ers seldom losing more than one in a dozen, 
Mr. Arthur Douglass has a farm of 300 birds, 
valued at $480,000 gold, which return him the 
handsome income of about $100,060 annually. 
The Regatta of the Schuylkill Rowing As- 
sociation terminated last Wednesday. It was 
international in character, and therefore drew 
together representative oarsmen from both 
sides of the Atlantic. The London Rowing 
Club, an amateur organization, sent over a 
splendid crew ; the Thames Boat Club sent 
a professional four, Cambridge was present 
in a crew selected from Trinity College ; Dub- 
lin University sent a jolly four to take care 
of her reputation ; the famous Paris four from 
St. John, N, B., came to pluck another grand 
Victory, but were easily vanquished by the 
best crew that pulled in the whole race—the 
Halifax fishermen. The United States had 
soveral reprosontative crews—the Yale College 
crew, the North Western from Chicago, the 
Beaverwycks of Albany, N. Y.. the New York 
professionals, and several other crews taking 
part in the contest. In the four-oared Ama- 
teur race, the Beaverwycks of Albany, much 
to the surprise of all who witnessed the strug- 
gle, came in victorious. The London crew, 
under Capt. Gulston, were considered better 
men, and better rowers, and they certainly 
were, but fortune denied them. I think they 
under-rated their rivals and lost the race more 
from carelessness than anything else, though 
when they saw victory slipping from their bow 
they pulled magnificently, but it was too late, 
—ten yards further and they would have won, 
In the professional races, the Thames crew 
having beaten the New Yorkers, and the 
Halifax mon the celebrated Paris crew, the 
final contest remained tobe fought out be- 
tween them.

How To Maks an Oystet Pit.To make 
an oyster pie, says an exchange, bake your 
under and sidé crusts without” filling. 
Seperately boil small oystors, rolled crack- 
er, alittle milk, a tritle of the onion and 
oyster juice yntil they gain the consistency 
of thin starch. Pour tho jelly into tho 
crust, with a plenty of fine, raw, salt oys- 
ters, put on your top crust, and bake 
quickly on ahot fire. Eat with oyster and 
milk sauce, 

At about midday ow June 28, a large 
motcor was seen in middie Sweden. [t was 
apparently pear-shaped, about a foot long, 
and at Stockholm it seemed to be only a 
fow thousand feet distant, in the noftli- 
west sky. In reality, however, it was pro- 
bably an immense mass, and ata groat 
distance, as is indicated by the extont of 
territory over which it was visible. Sev- 
eral meteoric stones fell at the same time, 
near Stalldalen, a station on the Swedish 
Central Railway, their fall being accom- 
panied by sharp reports, like thunder. 

In his investigation of the question whe- 
ther bees can hear or not, Sir John Lub- 
bock has not been able to*come to any 
satisfactory conclusion. A correspondent 
of the London Daily News thinks the fol- 
lowing bit of personal experience may aid 
the naturalist: ‘I was out shooting in 
Ireland,” he writes, ‘f and fired ata bird 
that was flying over three hives of bees ; 
the report of the gun Rreatly alarmed the 
inmates of the hives, and they were evi- 
dently very angry at being disturbed. 
They flew around and quickly‘attacked me, 
and I was fortunate my friend’s house was 
so near, as otherwise T am convinced I 
could not have escaped their anyer.”” 

The second annual report of the United 
States Hay Fever Association Shows that 
no remedy for hay fever has yet boen dis- 
covered, and that substantial relief from 
the disease can be obtained only by resi- 
dence in an exempt district déring the 
period of its continuance. This is usually 
Fron the middle of August until the first 
frost. A list of more than ninety places or 
regions in North America which are more 
or less exempt is appended to the report. 
Among the measures for relief recommended 
to those who from various causes are unable 
to leave home in order to seek exempt dis- 
tricts, is the use of «juinine, to raise the 
tone of the system. It should be taken, 
oneor two grains with ‘each /méal, fora 
week orten days before the recurrence of 
tho’ attack. 

Two cases of peculiar morbid mental con- 
dition, giving rise to what may be called 
the questioning mania, are mentioned in 
Mind, the new philosophical quarterly re- 
yiew, as having recently been met with in 
Germany by Dr. Oscar Berger. The con- 
dition does not appear to have been asso- 
ciated with insanity at all, but symptoms 
of irritable weakness of the nervous system 
were present. The sutlérers were annoyed 
by continuous, subtle questionings in their 
minds, as to the proohde of all ‘things—an 
irresistible why and wherefore pesompany 
ing every idea, and seeking impossib!

Who Told the ‘Deliberate False- 
hood ?’ 


ANALYSIS OF THE PARLIAMENTARY RETURN 
—HOW FAVORS WERE DESTOWRD D 
WHO PROFITED BY THEM—THE PRE 
MIERK'S STATEMENTS AND THE OFFICIAL 
RECORDS CONTRASTED, 


To the Hon, Alexander Mackenzie,— 


Srm,—In the month of October last, dur- 
theyprogress of the contest for the repre- 
sentation of tlie electoral division of Mont- 
real West in the House of Commons, ad- 
dressing a public’ meeting I -used these 
words, referring to you :—‘‘He purchased 
from/a Montreal firm—one of the partners 
in this firm being his own brother—40,000 
tons. of stecl rails, ostensibly for use on the 
Pacific railway, but these very rails are to- 
day piled on ‘the banks of the Lachine 
canal, where they may be seen by any 
elector, The Premier's plea was that he 
had.done so owing to the cheapness of the 
price, his view being to save the country 
the expenditure of a considerable sum in 
money ; but gentlemen thoroughly inform- 
ed on the subject stated that these very 
raiJs;could now be purchased for 87.50" or 
$10 less than the Promier had paid, and 
they had thereby lost not only so much 


money but also the interest on the 
two millions which was paid for 
the rails.” Immediately on the op- 


pearance of this statement in print, you 
telegraphed to the newspapers friendly to 
you that it was ‘‘ adeliberate falsehood,” 
adding on your own account the following : 
‘No steel rails were purchased by me from 
any Montreal firm—all were obtained by 
open competition after a month’s adver- 
tising for tenders, the lowest tenders being 
in all cases accepted. The contracts were 
all made with English makers. No broth- 
er or relation of mine has any interest, di- 
rect or indirect, near or remote, in any of 
these contracts, or ever received or has 
any claim to a cent profit from one or any 
of them.” Ina speech delivered by you 
in the town of Whitby, during the recent 
election in South Ontario, you repeated 
these statements, adding certain further 
explanations,to which I shall refer before I 
have concluded. The papers connected 
-with these steel rail contracts have only re- 
cently been printed,and other engagements 
have until now prevented my carrying out 
the design I had formed and frequently in 
public expressed, of dealing with the per- 
sonal issue thus raised between us. I shall; 
therefore, leaving aside all mere verbal 
criticism, deal with the subject in its broad- 
er aspects, and as affecting the public in- 
terest. For convenience of arrangement, 
I will discnss it under the following 
heads :— 


1. Is it true or not. that arrangements 
wereymade with a Montreal firm, which, in 
their advantages to that firm were equiva- 
lent to a ‘‘purchase”’ of steel rails } 


2. Isit true, in relation to the fifty thou- 
sand tons of steel rails obtained by the Goy- 
ernment, that ** all were obtained by open 
competition after a month’s advertising for 
tenders, the lowest tenders being in all 
cases,accepted |” 

3, Is it true that no brother or relation 
of yours “had any interest Vlirect or indi- 
rect, Near or remote, in any of the contracts, 
or ever received or has any claim to a cent 
of profit from one or any of them ?” 


4. On the contrary, is it not true that a 
brother of yours, Mr. Charles Mackenzie, 
had a most material interest in the connec- 
tion of Messrs, Cooper, Fairman, & Co., 
with those steel rail contracts ? 

5. Is it not trne, moreover, that special 
advantages were accorded to this firm, not 
accorded to others, purchases being made 
through them on terms similar to those for 
which tenders were refused from other 


6. Is it not true that thewell established 
Psa pes of the contract system were yvio- 
ated in the interests of this firm of Cooper, 
Fairman, & Co? 


7. And, lastly, is it not true that the 
country has sustained a serious loss by the 
purchase of these rails at the time they 
Were purchased | 
You will see that all these questions 
have a direct relation to the personal con- 
troversy raised by my statement and by 
your reply to it. I propose to answer them 
chiefly from the otticial papers brought 
down, from the official records of the 
courts, and from facts well known to the 
public of Montreal. And having answered 
them, I propose to leave to the public the 
decision of the question, to whom the of- 
fensive term ‘‘ deliberate falsehood” most 
appropriately applies. 
As tothefirstquestion,I presume you will 
hardly deny that the only anawer possible 
to itis an aflirmative one. If you have 
any doubts on the subject, I dare say the 
report furnished by Messrs. Cooper, Fair- 
man, & Co, to the Mercantile Agency, in 
answer to enquiries, will remove those 
doubts and show that the profits to that 
firm alone, reached a very large sum of 
money. This being the caso, the attempt 
which has been mado by you, and by some 
of your friends’ in the press, to play upon 
the word “purchase” will hardly be accopt- 
ed asm fair treatmont of this subject. Con- 
tracted made through agents or brokers, but 
in the namo of their principals, may not be 
accurately. described as purchases from the 
agents ; but in their practical value to the 
agenta,the result is the same whatever term 
may bo used to describe them. L give you 
all the benefit you can derive from the 
admission that had 1, when speaking to 
a large open-air audience, had the samo 
accurate knowledge which the discussions 
which have since occurred, and the papers 
which have since lished, have af- 
forded, I would not haye chargod you with 
purchasing rails from a Montroal firm of 
which your brother was a partnor, but with 
having contracted for a larye supply of ateol 
rails through a Montreal firm of which your 
| brother was a partner, in such a way as to 
largely benefit that firm. Whatever you 
| can gain from this chango in. the form of 
| words I am quite willing that you should 
onjoy. 

In answering the second question I shall 
| take the facts as they are developed in tho 
| papers brought down last scasion, nix weoka 
| after they wore asked for, and only when 
| tho dobate’on tho subject’ had takon plice 

in Parliament. In your Whitby apeoch, 
roferring to the charge that these orn 
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individual contra with all the signa. 
tures—all the papers were on the table of 
the House the session beforo—more than 
a year before he (Dr. Tapper) put his mo- 
tion on the paper. There is nothing on 


earth in the other papers more than the 
ordinary letter corres lence between 
the contractors and the Ge mont. 


public will be able to july the fow 
tracts which I shallmake whether this “or- 
dinary letter corre sponderce between the 
contractors and the Government” was pas 
unimportant aa you were disposed to make 
it appoar when addressing the electors of 
South Ontario. 

Referring to these papers, I find that the 
first advertisement was dated the 29th Sep- 
tember 1874, and that it asked for “ ten- 
ders in quantities not less than five thou- 
sand tons of steel rails, ‘ to be received at 
the Public Works Dopartment, “ not later 
than Thursday, the 8th of October, 1874.” 
As some controversy has arisen in relation 
to this advertisement, it may be well to re- 
fer to it here. By reference to the Herald 
of Montreal, I find that the advertisement 
Appeared on the 2nd October for the first 
time, so that there were allowed only six 
clear days, including the day on which the 
advertisement appeared and the last day on 
which the tender could be mailed, in which 
to make it. I find by reference to the To- 
ronto Globe that this advertisement did not 
appear in it at all, although you assert that 
it was sent to it. I find that, owing to rep- 
resentations, as has since appeared, from 
two prominent Montreal firms, you post- 
poned the time of receiving the tenders un- 
til the 16th of November. I find that the 
advertisement with this postponement no- 
tice never eiioares in the Globe ; but that 
on the 13th October, nine days after its 
appearance in the Herald, an advertise- 
ment did appear for the first time in the 
Globe, asking for tenders for these rails, 1 
find that although thereturn brought down 
to Parliament states that the advertisement 
was published in the Herald, Scotsman, and 
Coal and Tron Record of New York, it does 
not appear to have been seen by New York 
iron merchants, asin a letter dated New 
York, 10th October,from Messrs, H. Chap- 
lin & Gillet, reference is made to the ad- 
vertisement for tenders for steel rails pub- 
lished in the Canadian papers.”" The short 
timé first given for tendering—six days — 
has never been satisfactorily explained, 
and the facts I have given as to the adver- 
tisements do not certainly lessen the neces- 
sity for explanation. 

Coming, however, to the more Bey 
matter of the tenders, I tind the following 
in the report of your Whitby speech :— 
‘One firm tendered for $5,000 tons at 
$54 ; another firm tendered for 5,000 tons 
at $53.24. This firm was the lowest, re- 
presentéd by Cox & Green, if I recollect 
aright. I pressed them to take the whole 
40,000 that we decided’ then to order, but 
they declined to tuke more than they tendered 
Jor, and Cox & Green have published a 
let(er over their own signatures stating that 
they were pressed to take ‘the whole” con- 
tract at the figure tliey named, that being 
lowest. The Ebbw Vale Company tender- 
ed at $53.93—they being the next lowest 
—for 5,000 tons, but they agreed ultimate- 
ly to take 10,000. The Mersey Steel Com- 
pany, which is represented by Fairman «& 
Co,—in which Company's affairs niy broth- 
er had an interest up to that time—tender- 
ed at $54.26 ; and the West Cumberland 
Company tendered for 10,000 tons at $53. - 
53—the same price us the Kbbw Vale Com- 
pany.” » 
Referring to the official return I find that 
this statement,so far from being sustained, 
is directly cantradicted. There is nothing 
to show that you pressed Cox & Green to 
take the whole forty thousand tons, and 
that they refused. On the contrary, I find 
the following correspondence at page 35 of 
the printed return ;— 

“©13 & 15 Hosprrat Sraeer, } 
** Montreat, Dec. 18th, 1874. 
** Dean Sin,—We are, to-day, in receipt of a 
cable communication from Weat Cumberland 
Iron and Steel Company (Limited), informing 
us that, taking into consideration the favorable 
terms of payment, they are prepared to increase 
the quantity of steel rails which they are con- 
tracting to deliver from (5,000) five thousand 
tons as the quantity now stands to (10,000) ten 
thousand tons. We would remind you that our 
price is the lowest of any, viz: (E11 0s, 0d.) 
cleven pounds. sterling per to ed in 
Montreal.” We would now, ‘therefore, respect- 
fully request that you would bring the proposi= 
tion to the notice of the Minister of Public 
Works, calling his particular, attention to. the 
very low price of the rails. 
“Soliciting the favor of a reply,

That, it will be admitted,is a remarkable 
letter to come from a firm which you had 
pressed to take a larger quantity of steel 
rails than they at first tendered for. It 
bears remarkable evidence of having been 
written by gentlemen who recognized the 
sale they had mado as being a good one, 
and who were, therefore, anxious to make 
the order as large a one as possible, Three 
days elapsed, and no answer came from the 
department, and then Messrs. Cox & 
Green telegraphed to your deputy as fol- 
lows :—

I leave the public to reconcile, if they 
can, this correspondence with your doliber- 
ato stateme it at Whitby that you had 
pressed those gentleman to take the whole 
forty thousand tons, theirs being the lowest 
tonder, and that they had refused, Tt is 
trué that on the 5th Janvary Mr. Braun 
wrote to Measrs., Cox & Greon, stating that 
“the Minister of Public Works having ro- 
considered your offer on behalf of the West 
Cumberland Tron and Steel Company 
(limited), of Workington, to supply 5,000 
tons of stee| rails in addition to the quan- 
tity stipulated in their contract,” the offer 
was accepted ; but in that letter there was 
no suggestion that a still larger quantity 
would be taken, and no attempt made to 
save the country the difference between the 
tender of those gentlemen and those of the 
other parties whose tenders were accepted, 

The next lowest tender was the bbw 
Vale Company, ax you stated, but iv in not 
true, as you further stated, that “the: 
agreed ultimately to tako 10,000 tons.” 
Thoy tendered for h,000 tons, they received 
a contract for that quantity, and they were 
nover asked to take more, although, their 
tender was the second lowest, Tho third 
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lowest ten as that of € Co., at | 
| $54, and they ived ‘a contract for the 
| exact quantity they tondered for, viz., 5,- | 
000 tons, at 864 per'ton. And tho next 
tondur of those aceepted was that-of Mesars 
Cooper, Fairman & €o., for the Mersey | 
‘ 1 and Iron Cc any of Liverpool, 
| y erpool, 
These geatlomen tendered for “five to ten 
thousand Beasemer steel rails.” And ‘et, 
without any correspondence that appears 
in this official return, whatever private 
| corraspondenco there may have been, the 
Company which they represented were 
awarded double the largest quantity. men- 
tioned in the tender which you accepted, 
viz., twenty thousand tons, We have 
thus these facts established by the official 
correspondence, to which you protendéd to 
attach so little importance when addressing 
the electors of South Ontario :—That ‘in 
relation to the three lowest tenders, no 
effort was made to induce the parties to 
take a larger quantity than the smallest 
quantity for which tenders were receivable, 
in the case of the lowest an offer to double, 
the quantity being actually refused at 
first, while the! parties tendering at a lower 
rate received contracts for double, the 
quantity tendered for, for half the whole 
quantity required, the agents of theso

Insects on House Plants. 

Green fly, or aphis, which is the most 
common pest, is best destroyed by smok- 
ing. Place the infested plant under a 
barrel, put a few live coals in a dish, 
moisten some common plug tobacco, that it 
may not blaze, throw it upon the coals,and 
let the plant remain in the fumes from five 
to ten minutes ; then give the plant a good 
syringing or sprinkling, and the work is 
done. Thrip seldom attacks house-plants. 
Should they be found, smoking will remove 
them. Red spider is kept down by mois- 
ture—frequent washing and sprinkling will 
destroy it. Mealy bug is one of the worst 
pees of the greenhouse, but is rare on par- 
lor plants. Washing will remove it, but 
the best plan is to touch the places where 
it is seen witha camel’s-hair pencil dipped 
in diluted alcohol. Scale of Several kinds 
is often found on the stems and leaves of 
parlor plants. Washing with strong soap- 
suds and persistent application will remoye 
it. A paragraph has been going the rounds 
of the papers recommending kerosene oil 
for scale on ivy. That it will destroy scale 
there is no doubt, but it will also kill the 
foliage, It might, however, be used 
cautiously if diluted with water, with which 
it will mix if alittle soap is added, A 
healthy plant is much less likely to be in- 
fested with inseets, and if plants are kept 
in stout, vigorons growth there will be little 
trouble from any insect pest. A warm, dry 
atmosphere is much more conducive to 
their developement than a low, moist tem- 
perature. Generally, however, house- 
plants have no insects which a very little 
care when they first appear will not remove.

It 
should be pulverized and mixed with meal, 
mashed potatoes or other substance that 
can be fod out in little lamps. It was also 
recommended to feed young turkeys the 
first week four timesa day, after which 
three times will be suflicient ; keep them in 
a pen until old enough to range without 
danger from damp and cold. The great 


secret of success in raising young turkeys 
is to keep them dry and warm, and to sup- 
ply them with grass, gravel, bugs and flies 
until allowed to run at large and pick up 
those things for themselves. |

Now it will hardly be contended by you 
that that ‘ purchase ”"—and the term cer- 
tainly appli¢s here—was by tender,’ Having 
regard to your contention, in the Palen 
case, that a tender, even if the lowest, 
should not be accepted if there was the 
slightest doubt of its having been trans- 
mitted tothe department within the time 
specified in the notice calling for tenders, 
it will hardly be contended that thisoffér, 
made after the contracts under the notice 
calling for tenders had been. awarded, and 
the particulars as to price concerning them 
published, was a tender under that notice. 
It was, therefore, a private arrangement. 
Tt was an arrangement on ternis as to de- 
livery which the department had. oflicially 
announced, in answer to an inquiry from 
an intending contractor, would not be ac- 
cepted. It was an arrangement made at 
10s, a ton more than you had an offer to 
deliver for at Antwerp. If it was,necessary 
to obtain this additional quantity of rails, 
and upon that point I offer no opinion here, 
most people will say that it was worth 
while asking tenders for them. The Ant- 
‘werp tender and the letter of Mr. Philip 
8. Tostita were certainly suflicint to justify 
the belief that an advertisement asking for 
tenders for steel rails f. o. b. at Liverpool 
would have brought offers at a lower price 
than that at which you ‘ purchased "them 
from “* the Montreal firm,acting as brokers 
for the Government,” 


I think it will be admitted that those 
facts prove that special advantages were 
accorded to this firm of Cooper, Fairman, 
& Co., which were not accorded to others 
or to the public generally,- and that the 
well established principles of the contract 
system were violated to their advantage. 
But I have a couple of other illustrations, 
which, confirmatory as they’ are of my 
statements, present a record without par- 
allel in the past, I venture to say, in the 
dealings of any department with the pub- 
lic of this country. The letters which are 
printed above show that Cooper, Fairman, 
«& Co., were retained by the Government 
as brokers to make arrangement for freight 
for Vancouver Island. Why should they 
have been so retained} Why was no ef- 
fort made by inviting competition to get 
the lowest freights! You had an offer 
from other parties to transport the rails to 
Vancouver. Here is a letter which estab- 
lishes that fact :—

contract or advantage to be bestowed by 
the Govornment. “Tn this case ithe Whole

pecially so when it is remembered that the 
original date of that letter is not given. 


Who composed the firm of Cooper, Fair- 
man.&Co,! At first there was a_ feeble 
effort made to deny your brcther'spartner- 
Bhipinwit, but that was abandoned, ‘The 
noti¢e of partnership in’ the Prothonotary’s 
office in this city, settled that point. Lest 
some people may not have seen it I give it

out all the tenders sent in, and made a 
private arrangement with Cooper, airman, 
&Co,, on the flimsy excuse that Mr. E. 
Samuel was nota steamboat owner. The 
“ Merchants’ Lake and Steamship Line ” 
have, I have been told, some owners in 
whom probably you felt sufficient interest 
to strengthen you in your determination to 
throw this additional profit in the way of 
Messrs! Cooper, Fairman, & Co. Messrs,

Assuming that to have operated asa dis- 
solution of the previous special partnership 
it shows that your brothers’ interest last- 
ed at least up to the 4th of May, 1875, and 
therefore continued during the entire 
period that the extraordinary proceedings 
exposed by theofficial return were going on, 
On his retirement he received his capital, 
in the form of promissory notes,the first of 
them payable in January, 1876, may fairly 
be assumed as proof that it was not  con- 
veient for the firm to pay in cash.

JUDOMEN® OF Fay COURT OF ATPRATS IN 


THR M'NAUGHUTON BUIT. 
Mon raat, Sopt, 22.—A very large nurm- 
ber of lawyers oid prom‘nent citizens 
gathored to-day to hear the judgment in 
one of the most celebrated cases which evor 
came before the Court, known familiarly 
as tho ‘Lachine Canal Land caso.” Messrs, 
Jotte & Co, sold a large number of lots on 
tho canal at an auction sale in 1873, and 
Mr. McNaughton, one of tho bryers, re-! 
fused to sign hia dood, alloging m'srepre- 
sentation and fraud, Jotte & Co. sued to 
compel him to sign, but judgment was 


Court of Review, whence they took the 
the case to the Court of Appeals, ond judg- | 
ment was rendered this afternoon, 

Dorion, ©. J., delivered au exhaustive 
judgment, firat proceeding to show that 
the French law was without any reference 


that the respondent, McNaughton, though 
sooking to annul the sale on the ground of 
fraud, had taken an action of damages for 
the non-execution of a contract confirming 
this very sale, and which would prevent 
the respondent from secking to rescind it. 
His Lordship quoted many English author- 
ities to show that difference of opinion ex- 
isted as to what constituted fraud in bid- 
ding, ond that the Court of Equity had ad- 
mitted the legality of one ‘‘ by” bidder. 
The Court was disposed to say that tho 
judgment of the Lower Court would bo re- 
vorsed in toto, He admitted that reprehen- 
sible moans might have been employed at 
the sale, but the pary aggrieved must 
show that the fraud had been committed 
to cause him to suffer damage. 

Sanborn, J., iu a very elaborate judg- 
ment, concurred with the Chief Justice, 

Ramsay, J., while dissenting in opinion, 
yet from a point of public duty and to pre- 
vent a dead lock, concurred with the Chief 
Justice and Mr, Justice Sanborn. He gave 
his opirion,holding that all the sales atsuch 
on auction were null if fraud was resorted 
toi one, He considered that the presence 
of a puffer was ‘legal, and went to show 
that Crevier, Provost, Pavissau, Frijon, 
and Molson were there for the purpose of 
bidding up the property, and actually bid 
in nineteen lots out of fifty-seven. The 
number of bona fide bidders at the sale 
was reduced to eight. He also held that 
MeNaughton’s action of damages was not 
incompatible with the present suit. He 
sued in damages to have the warranty made 
about access to the canal, ete., fulfilled, as 
they sued him tocompel him to take the 
lend without it end with a feise bid on it.

Leaves. 

“*T planted a h_ ore! |,” writes M. 

Siroy, of the Society of Horticulture, Valpar- 

aiso, ‘and the trees grew well and strongly. 


they were invaded by: the curculio (pulgon), 
which insects were followed, as frequently 
happens, by ants, Having cut some toma- 
toes, the idea occured to me that, by placing 
some of the leaves around the tranks an¢ 

branches of the peach trees, I might preserve 
them from the rays of the sun, which wore 

very powerful. 

“* My surprise was great, upon the follow- 
ing day, to find the trees entirely free from 
their enemies, not one remaining, except here 
and there where a curled leaf prevented the 
tomatofrom exercising its influence. ‘These 
leaves I carefully unrolled, placing upon them 
fresh ones from the tomato vine with the re- 
sult of banishing the last insect and enabling 
the trees to f kod with Iuxuriance. Wishing 
to carry sti!! further my experiment, I steep- 
ed in water some fresh leaves of the tomato, 
and sprinkled with this infusion other plants, 
roses, and oranges. In two days these were 
also free from the innumerable insects which 
covered them, and I folt sure that had I used 
the same means withmy melon patch, T should 
have met the same result. I therefore deem 
it aduty I owe to the Society of Horticul- 
ture to make known this singular and useful 
propeity of the tomato leaves, which I discoy- 
ered by the merest accident.

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BXECUTIVH CLEMENCY. 


It is vory scldom that wo can find any- | 
thing to agree with in the editorial columns 
of the Globe, but tho extract below which 
appears in its issue of the 22nd, meets our 
hoarty approval in its every lino. Had our 
contemporary, instead of dotonding that | 
too frequent oxoreise of the pardoning 
power which it now 80 strongly condemns, 
spoken out its real sentiments some time 
ago, several scoundrels who ought to have 
sutfered the ponalty of their crimes would 
not now be maintained at the country’s ex- 
ponse. The Globe very significantly says 
“Tt is with no revengeful feelings towards 
tho criminals or from any desire to deal 
harshly with them that wo have to record 
our regrot at the commutation of the sen- 
tence passed on the younger of the two 
who were to be executed this morning. 
Executive clemency, in order to retain the 
respect of the community, must only come 
in betweon the law’s sentence and its exe- 
cution in cases where there are special exten- 
In the case of the 


wating circumstances. 
Yonngs, we hayo cither heard or read of 
one such being urged. About the sanity 
of the criminals there has not,eyen in these 
Jays, whon almost every one is either anx- 
ious to have himself recognized as mad or 
s fully persuaded that every one else is 
decidedly of that character, been 
a single whisper. The deed was gono 
about with deliberate hardness, and in 
away to show that these men wero not 
novices at their trade. Tho attempt to 
prove that the crime was not murder, —be- 
cause there was no intention to kill but 
only to rob, and that the younger man was 
led astray by the older and blacker villain, 
most signally failed ; while the argument 
that because one life only was lost there- 
fore only one ought to be sacrificed is 
equally futile, What we specially regret, 
however, is this persistent inte with 
the verdicts of juries and the sentences of 
Judges, It gives an air of uncertanity to 
the course of law which ought if poassible 
to be avoided, for itleads offenders to pre- 
sume on the law’s uncertainty and ex- 
ecutive elemency, so that they can have 
full confidence that in almost any case 
their lives will be safe. The certanity of 
punishment is far more to be desired than 
its mere severity, and such communications 
as the one of which we speak tent more than

Rirox, Wisconsin, Sept. 18, 1876. 
Mr. Evrrox,—I thought I would pen a fow 
lines to you, thinking I might give your rea‘l- 
ers some idea of this western country as to the 
crops and other produce.

Horseshoes and Shoeing. 


The following oxcellont advice on the 
above subject latoly appoarod in Forest and 
Stream: 

On an avorago horses roquiro shoeing 
onee amonth. The leng 
will wear doponda’ much on the kind of 
service a horse is doing, and on tho kind 
of road he is daily travelling., A team 
horse in heavy draught doos not wear out 
as many slioes aa ono used in a hack ; quick 
motion grinds shoes down more rapidly 
than slow use. Some pavement is harder 
on shoes than an ordinary road, while the 
friction on a gravelly road wears them 
away rapidly. Wooden payomont ts but 
little saving to the wear and tear of shoos 
like the friction of an emery wheel, 

The hind shoes wear out first, and there 

is more strain and friction on them than 
on the fore shoos. It is impossible and 
improper for a horso to wear shoes moro 
than six wooks, for the growth of the foot 
shortens the shoo, as well as changes the 
shape otherwise. ‘The neglect will cause 
the shoe to encroach upon the soft textures 
of the foot and cause lameness. 
The greatest amount of custom to the 
blacksmith comes from the teamsters, ex- 
pressmon, ani liverymen. ..Omnibus, and 
railroad companies have their own forges 
and do their own shoeing. is 
The process of making a horseshoo is 
familiar to every school-boy, who has often 
lingered at the smithy door and listened to 
tho wheezing of the asthmatic bellows, and 
when the foot is pared, wondered that it 
did not bleed. Again, he ‘has seen the 
luck the piece of 
glowing metal from the bright fire, and with 
the hammer gives it repeated blows, and 
giveit shape ty curling it oyer the anvil 
point, Heating again and again the iron, 
he pounds maliciously, causing tho hissing 
sparks to fly in all directions, until at 
length a shoe is formed complete. 


This tedious process is superseded Wy ma- 
chinery, and now like a doughnut, a shoe is

and punched precisely as if done by hand. 
More shoes can be made by machinery in 
ono day than the blacksmith can make by 
forge in a week, and equa'ly as good, too, 
in all respects. 

The matter of horse-shoeing is of great 
interest to the owners of horseflesh, for 
every one hasan idea how the shoe should 
be shaped and fitted to enable the beast to 
travel to his motion. If he overreaches, 
interferes, or stumbles, the blacksmith is 
held responsible, It is trac a skilful mo- 
chanic can do much to remedy those ovils. 
There are but afew practical mechanics 
who have sufficiently studied the foot of 
the horse. It isnot enough to know the 
anatomy of the foot, and where to insert a 
nail not to cause pain, but the foot should 
be studied in the state of nature before the 
mechanism of man has by attificial appli- 
ance distorted it. The shape of the hoof 
of the wild horse, or of one whose has 
never been shod,should be taken as a mod- 
el. The foot is then properly balanced, 
neither too long nor too broad, but it has 
adjusted itself to nature, and the muscles 
and tendons are not strained by travel. 
Confinement and unskilful shoeing change 
the anatomical relations of the foot, and 
the best judgment of the mechanic is often 
taxed to correct the growing deformicy, 
from unskilful shoeing. When a reason- 
ing, skilful mechanic is found, the horse is 
safe in his hands, for ho only preserves the 
normal shape of the hoof, adjusts the 
shoe to protect it, 

The frog in the hoof of the horse is plac- 
ed tliere for a particularpurpose,ind should 
not be cut by the shoer. If this.is allow- 
ed, contraction and lameness will follow. 
Tho shape and weight of the shoe should 
bo accommodated to the purpose for which 


+| they are designed. The track horse requires 


a shoe ligter and without corks, while, the 
draught must have a heavy, broad shoe 
with curks to enable him to obtain foothold 
and travel with the least possible strain. 
The sporting horse should ie shod lightly, 
with a swell at the heel and toe ; the best 
nails should be selected, and care used in 
dlinching, for the casting of the shoe dur- 
ing the chase is of great inconyenience, and 
might throw the horse and jeopardize the 
limbs and life of the rider. 


Carrots for Horses and Cattle. 


No food of the root kind is so keenly relish- 
ed by horses as carrots ; indeed, moat horses 
prefer them to oats. Carrots, when mixed 
with chaff, without corn, will keep horses in 
excellont condition for performing al! kinds 
of labor, They may be fed from December to 
the beginning or middle of May, to. which 
period, with Bebe care in this latitude, they 
may be preserved. ‘They are especially bene- 
ficial for horses toward spring, at which time 
corn inay be added for a few weeks. In cer- 
tain parts of Europe farmera depend solely 
upon carrots, with a proper allowance of hay, 
as winter food for their horses, without givin; 
them any grain whatever ; and it iW asserted 
that by this mode of feeding farm horses a 
considerable saving of hay is effected, as com- 
pared with the usual custom of the country 
of feéding corn on hay, Draft anil farin hordes 
are giyen in the proportion of fifty to seventy 
pounds weight Gece each day on an aver- 
age, not allowing them quite so much in the 
very short days, and sometimes more. than 
that quantity !n the spring months, A por- 
tion of the carrots are sliced in the cut chaff 
or hay, tho rest are given whole to the horses 
at night, with a moderate quantity of hay, in 
their racks ; and with this food the horses 
willusuallycnjoy uninterrupted health, ‘Lhere 
are persona who think that carrots only given 
as food to horses are injurious to their con- 
stitutions ; but this b is without foun 
tion other than prej Expetimonts 
carefally conducted have proved that team 
horses, winter and summer, will perform or- 
dinary work on carrots as a winter food, with 
the nasistance of proper soiling in summer,and 
may bo kept the entire Year round. upon the 
produce of wn acre of land in carrots. 

Without roferonco to the many local op- 
portunities of a market for tho snle of tho 
carrot, it is the most valuable esculent in 
the entire range of practical husbandry on 
account of its superior propertiesas ayoner- 
al article of food for several descriptions of

Tornie Taste 1x Borren.—A writer in 
the Live Stock Journal says:—Tho dis- 
grecable taste given to milk and butter 
when the cows are fed upon turnips, may 
bo effectually correctod by the uso of a little 
common nitre (or saltpetre), but the com- 
mon-mode of using this preventive is not 
the best. Lt has been usual to put a lump 
of saltpotre in a milk-pail, But it will 
sometimes happen that the nitre remains 
undirsolved, and the milk will retain the 
objectionable flayor. Instead of this, make 
a strong solution of saltpetre—say a pint of 
boiling water upon an ounce of saltpetco ; 
and when thoroughly dissolved, put it-in a 
bottle and standinacovl place, Before 
milking, put into the milk-pail a spoonful 
of this aldtion. or more, ‘according tothe 
quantity of milk expected, and all turnip 
flavor will be entirely destroyed. The samo 
substance will, also, in a great degree, des- 
troy the bad flavor given to butter by the 
yellow crowsfoot or butter-cup. ‘This has 
een tried in our family, and found service- 
able. Another equally, if not more oftici- 
ent plan is to scald the cream, after the 
saltpetro has been inserted.

Tho driver leisurely followed the 
party, and was stanling in the extreme 
corner of the Point area, and_on the yery 
brink of the Cataract when ha heard some 
of the ladies standing near him scream, and 
turning round he'saw his lady passenger, 
with the child clinging to her skirts, in the 
| water right under his eyes, Like a flash he 
| grasped for the woman, and providentially 
succeedéd in securing a hold of her dress, 
A stranger, Mr. L. Anthony, of Sandusky, 
Ohio, witnessing the transaction, sprang to 
assist the driver, and fearing. the child 
would lose its precarious hold on its moth- 
er’s dress, ho seized the little girl, when 
her mother threw her arm around her, and 
curtly requested the gentleman to‘ let 
the child alon By this time 8. J. Mason, 
Louis Einstein, and Homer Fields had 
come to the assistance of the driver and the 
stranger, and the Iady and child were with 
considerable difficulty lifted over the wall 
and taken to the carriage. After she had 
been taken from the water the: mother re- 
preochfally questioned one of her rescuers 
why they had not lot them (herself and 
child) me.

a gathering on the eve of his return voy- 
age.

on the Eastern and Western coasts of of Eng- 
land, ‘Tho shipments thereof by vessels from 
i n, by way of the Welland canal and 
awronce have boon free. Av might 
have been anticipated some of the early sav- 
ings not coming up to contract wi thrown 
back on the manufacturers and have been 
shipped to England on consignment. In ref- 
erence to the Michigan deals cutting, the 
Lumbermen’s Gazette, Bay City, (Mich.), un- 
der date of Sept. 13th, says: | “Whother we 
can hold our own against our formidable (Ca- 
Jian) rivals, it 1s thought by those who 
1 the subject to depend upon 
an utilize our refuse stocks 
a soaaly as our neighbors can, and 
whether we can depend upon freights being 
sufficiently low, &c, When this deal move- 
ment was first mentioned in the Argus months 
ago, we hinted that the disposition of the 
‘refuse’ would be the main difficulty the 
Michigan cutters would encounter, but we 
are assured to-day by very competent authori- 
ty that fears on that score are no longer ap- 
orehended, Nor is the question of low freights 
Tikely to trouble the Michigan manufacturers. 
On the contrary, such is the contidence enterc- 
tained in the new movement in Michigan 
that it is thought the cut of deals will reach 
near upon 80,000 teet instead of 40,000 feet 
as at first stated.

The Present Position of the House 
of Commons,

Tho numbor of members in thé House of 
Commons should be at present 652, but there 
aro three seats vacant, viz., Donegal, Bucks, 

orwich, (which is at present deprived 
t,) so that the number is reduced to 
English members number 487, tho 
10, and the Irish 102, 

English members consist of 186 
borough, and 6 University mem- 
bers, Of the 186 county members, 151 are 
Conservatives, and 35 Liberals, Of the 206 
borough membors, 156 aro Liberals, and 140 
Conservatives. Of tio 5 University members 

4 are Consorvatives and 1 a Liberal, 

‘Tho 60 Scotch members consist of 32 coun- 
ty members, 26 borough members, and 2 Uni- 
versity memh Of the 82 county members 
16 aré Conservatives, and 1G Liberals. Of 
the 26 borough members, 23-are Liberal, and 
3 Conservatives, and the two, University, 
members, like those for the counties, are 
equally divided among the two parties, 


‘The 102 Irishomembora consist of 63 coun- 
ty and 37 borough members, and two mem- 
bers for the Universities. Ofthe 63 county 
members, 36 are [ome Rulers, 21 are Conser- 
yatives, and 6 are Liberal. Of the 37 borough 
members, 2] are Home Rulers, 9 Conserva- 
tives, and 7 are Liberals, Both University 
seats are occupied by supporters ofthe GoVvern- 
ment, 

Summarising we find that the supporters 
of the Ministry number 188 out of 281 county 
members, 152 out of 359 borough members, 
and 7 out of 9 University members, To be 
more particular,the 251 county members con- 
sist o 57 Liberals, and 36 
Home Rulers ; the borough members of 
1§6 Liberals, 152 Conservatives, and 21 Home 
Rulers, and the 9 University members of 7 
Conservatives and 2 Liberals, which gives a 
total of 347 Conservatives, 245 Liberal, and 
57 Home Rulers. England and Wales furn- 
ish a Ministerial majority of 103, Scotland 
shows a majority of 20 against the Govern- 
ment, while half the Irish representatives are 
Home Rulers, Out of the 102 members for 
Treland 57 are Home Rulers, 32 are Conserva- 
tives, and 13 Liberals. From this it may be

Charles I.’s Death and Burial, 


In January, King Charles was taken to 
London, and tliere was tried and beheaded, 
as youknow. Youand I have not the time 
to enquire (and perhaps, between ourselves, 
are not clever enough to decide,) how far 
this could have been helped, or what excuse 
they had who didit, The only thing we 
can be sure of was, that Charlos was not a 
bad man, nor Cromwell an ambitious hypo- 
crite, though I do not think the one was a 
martyr, nor the other a spotless peer. It 
was on the 30th of January, 1649, that this 
terrible oyent took place, and, after that, 
oceurred the saddest that old Windsor ever 
saw. Four of the King’s faithful servants 
(and he had faithful servants all through 
his career), the ‘‘ Duke of Richmond, the 
Marquis of Hartford, and the Earls of 
Southampton and Lindsay,” requested leave 
to bury him, and carried the body back to 
the Castle. They took with them that 
Bishop Juxon who attended the King on 
the scaffold, to read the services over him 
now. But the Goyernor of the Castle, who 
was a certain Colonel Witchcott, would 
hot allow the Burial Service, He told 
them that ‘‘the Common Prayer-book 
had been put down, and he would not 
suffer it to be used in that garrison when he 
commanded,” You will see from this that 
persecution was not on all side, but that 
whoever was uppermost in those violent 
times did his best to crush his neighbor. 
You could not fancy anything more heart- 
less than the Puritan’s refusal to allow 
these heart-broken men to say holy prayers 
over their king’s and their friend’s grave— 
except, indeed, the refusal of that same 
king to let these Puritans live along with 
him in the native England which had rogm 
for them all, When the faithful lords 
found it impossible'to change thik decision 
they went sadly to St. George's to find a 
plate to lay him, but found the chapel so 
bare, so naked, so altered that it was only 
with hard ado that they found a vault in 
the middle of what had once been the choir, 
where they could lay the King, Here they 
found a little space for King Charles, close 
by the great leaden coffin where Henry 
VIIUL lay peacefully, unwitting who was 
coming. The Duke of Richmond mark- 
ed out roughly upon “a scarfe of 
lead” the letters of his name and 
the date. Then, all jn silence, at three o’- 
clock in the January afternoon, when it 
was no more than twilight in the cold and 
naked chapel, they carried the coffin, then 
covered with a black pall, of which “the 
four lords” carried the corners, with a 
forlorn attempt to state. As they came 
down the Castle hill towards the chapel 
with their burden, it began suddenly to 
snow, and the snow fell so thickly and fast 
that soon “the black pall’ was all white.” 
Was there over such a mournful sight? 
In the dim chapel that snow-covered 
coffin would be the one spot of wintry

Invention of Suspension Bridges 
by the Chinese 1600 Years Ago. 


Tho most romarkablo evidence of the mo- 
chanical acionco and skill of the Chinese at 
this early period is to be found in their sus- 
pending bridges, the invention of which is an- 
signed to the Han dynasty. According to the 
concurrent testimony of all their historical 
and geographical writers, Shang-leang, tho 
commander-in-chief of the army under Kaou- 
tsoo, the first of the Hans, undortook and 
completed the formation of roada through the 
mountainous province of Shon-se, to the west 
f the capital. . Hitherto ita lofty hills and 
deop valleys had rendered communication dif- 
ficult and cironitous, With a body of 100,090 
laborers he cut passages over the’ mountains, 
throwing the removed soil into the valleys, 
and where this was not sufficient t e the 
road to the uired height he

ing bridges,” and represented to be numerous 
at the present day,are sometimes so high that 
the y cannot be traversed without alarm. One 
stil existing in Shen-se stretches four hund- 
red feet from mountain to mountain, over a 
chasm of five handred feet. Most of the fly- 
ing bridges are. so. wide that four horsemen 
can ride on them abreast, and balustrades are 
places on each sido to protect trayclers, It 
is by no means improbable (as M. Pauthier 
suggests), that, as the missionaries in China 
made known the fact, more than acentur 
and a half ago, that the Chinese had suspend- 
ed bridges, and that many of them were of 
iron, the hint may have been taken from 
thence for similar construction by European 
engineors.—Thorton's History of China,

The number of railway officials in Great 
Britain is estimated at about 280,000, and 
the proportion killed during the year was 
1in 366. The total number of train acci- 
dents was 161, of which 100 were owing to 
collisions.

The total loss by fires in Canada and the 
United States during August,and the losses 
sustained by the companies were larger than 
in July, The aggregate for both countries, 
actording to the Insurance Chronic

The companies lost $3,018,900; while in 
July the loss to them was $2,831,600, and 
in August of last year $2,275 425.

Birds Trained to Catch Fish, 


The London News says: A very curious 
sport is gaining ground in this country. The 
use of cormorants for fishing purposes has 
been practiced fur centuries by the Chinese, 
who carofully train these birds to deliver 
their prey uninjured to their master instead 
of appropriating it to their own use, and from 
China and other Oriental countries it has been 
brought to England. Cormorant fishing re- 
calls, in » measure, the old days of falconry, 
with the exception that while the feats of the 
trained hawks and falcons were performed in 
mid-air, the performances of the sea-crow, as 
the French call it, take place in the water, 
With a ring placed around their necks to pre- 
vent them fount swallowing their booty, though 
well-trained birds will dispense with this 
restraint, the cormorants plunge at a given 
signal into the water, and hardly ever fail tp 
bring ups finny prize. Their broad webb- 
ed feet and thin, keel-shaped body, admirably 
adapt them for swimming and diving, and 
they will often use their short stiff wing as 
an additional means of propulsion. So swift 
are they and so sndden their descent, that the 
nimblest fish cannot escape them. If they 
catch their prey otherwise than by the head 
they ascend to the surface, and, quickly jork- 
ing it into the air, will adroitty catch it as it 
falis head foremost. The appearance of a 
number of cormorants thus engaged, and regu-

hand, is a very pleasing sight. Thus employ- 
ed they will continue fishing, with but little 
intermission, and with the occasional encour- 
agement of a handful of the small fry, for 
several hours together. 


Management of Sheep. 


A correspondent gives some excellent 
advice in the Couutry Gentleman concern- 
ing the management of sheep, from which 
we quote the following :— 

The number of gheep in a summer flock, 
if the pasture is not rough, thereby caus- 
ing too much travel by the sheep to get 
their living, may be as many as the owner 
can oversee and caro for; in the winter 
not more than 100 should be kept together 
and a smaller flock is preferable in every 
respect. Sheep, if kept in large flocks, do 
not winter as well, besides wasting more 
feed in’ proportion. 

As to which breed will stand the greatest 
amount of cold, probably the Vermont 
merinos suffer the least from cold, but 
any sheep, if strong and healthy, with 
plenty to eat, will endure any amount of 
cold weather if they are only kept in a dry 
yard and have a dry place to eat and sloep 
iu. Here is the great cause of failure in 
many cases—muddy yards and leaky sheds 
or worse, 10 sheds at all. 

The best food for sheep I ever used, all 
things considered, is good, bright early- 
out hay, and one peck of corn and oats, 
mixed equal parts to 100 sheep daily. 
Roots may be well enough, but one season 
cured mo of any desire to raise and feed 
them. 

The sheds for 200 owes should contain 
2,000 square fect of flooring, and more is 
better ; each sheep needs at least ten feet 
of space, 


Unless everything is arranged for the 
porpoes of raising very carly or winter 
lambs, it is best to have them come about 
the time grass grows; but to do this, a 
pasture must be had convenient to the 
barn, as they should be guarded nights 
during the lambing season, ond seen fre- 
quently through tho day.

Russia and the War. 
THE CZAR’S APPEAL TO HIS ARMY, 


LIDERAL AID GIVEN TO SBRVIA. 


The London 
writing from St. Po! 
says :— 

The popular mind here seems stirred to 
its very foundation forthe Servian. cause, 
It is, of course, quite superfluous to say 
that nothing else is seryed up in conyersa- 
tion or print. Every class of society, from 
the highest to the lowest is being moved to 
the most open handed charity for the sick 
and wounded ; and while) the nobleman 
gives his thousands oven the common mou- 
ik cheerfully contributes all the kopeks 
ho can spare for his blood relations and 
fellow-believers, as he calls them. Collec- 
tions made amongst the peasantry of the 
remotest Provinces are sent in to the head 
quarters of St. Petersburg and Moscow, be- 
sides which in 4 number of workshops and 
factories all 6ver the country a certain per- 
contage of their wages is willingly placed 
by the the men at the disposal of the Red 
Cross Society every month, or sent direct 
to the scene of action. Many insist upon 
their contributions being sent straight to 
Tchernayek, whom they regard with feel- 
ings akin to worship as the champion of 
the orthodox against the hated Mussulman 
and the embodiment of all theirideasonthe 
subject. Thecommon ill-paid, worse-fed sol- 
dier quartered inand around St. Petersburg 
gives up one and two per cent. of his 
monthly pay, and the officers of the differ- 
ent regiments help inthe same manner to 
swell the stream of money which is now 
regularly flowing into Servia, not always 
in the shape of ambulances and medical as- 
sistance. Such institutions as the clubs of 
the nobles and merchants, which must of 
necessity exist in every Russian town have 
voted enormous sums. The merchants’ 
club St. Petersburg lately produced 100, 
000 roubles at one meeting and the nobles 
club 10,000 more. A few such millionaires 
as Baron Stieglitz have beén magnificently 
liberal in their donations. The total of 
the sum already given is stated to be over 
5,000,000 of roubles, irrespective of a very 
considerable gift from a member of the Im- 
perial family. Evon the exclusive foreign 
settlers have been reached by this touch 
of nature, for the German colonists have 
also contributed their mite to the fund. 
Convents and monasteries hardly heard of 
before, now come boldly forward with 
large offerings ; and in short, religious 
sects, whore name in Russia is legion, as 
well as political parties, antagonistic points 
are joining hands in this fellow-feeling for 
their kinsmen of the Balkan peninsula. 
Entertainments for the benefit of the suf- 
fering Serbs take place nightly ; ba-

zaars and exhibitions flourish, and 
every pleasure gardon has its fetes 
onee or twice a week. It is not 


often that one can now enter the sum- 
mer-garden, the fashionable evening prom- 
enade, without having to pay forty kepeks 
for a mass of tallow illumination and musi- 
cal noise got upon behalf of | the Slavs 
Eyerywhere one comes in contact with 
collectors with tin boxes; If yow go by 
train to the Czar's Village for a turn in the 

‘k, you are sure to be confronted by Her 

‘igh-well-born-ship this or that, who is 
gathering money in the carriage, supported 
by her lackey. On the Nevsky Prospect 
is to be seen An officer of the Guards with 
a large box, jumping into every tram- 
way car that passes for subscriptions. In 
the restaurants more significant an unusual 
scenes may be witnessed. An officer en- 
ters with the afternoon telegrams from the 
seat of war ‘published in note-papor- size. 
‘Two or three persons gather round him 
while he reads half-aloud. Others soon 
crowd up, and finally the waiters forget 
their orders and look on also, until several 
loud exclamations of ‘ Bravo! bravo, 
‘Tchernayeff |’ mark the conclusion of the 
information, whereupon they break up in 
twos and threes, earnestly discussing the 
Servian chances, On Sunday evening, when 
the news of Tchernayeff's success near 
Alexinatz arrived here, the people of the 
Gostinnoi Dvor, the principal trade bazaar 
of Petersburg, Perey the announcement 
of victory with loud cheers, and shut up 
their shops much earlier than usual in 
honor of the tidings. 

The exodus of officers en retraite bound 
for Tchernayeff’s quarters still continues, 
notwithstanding the report that the Em- 

ror has positively forbidden any more to 
eave the country on that errand. Not 
many days agoa large number of them 
were accompanied to the railway station by. 
their friends and comrades, and dismissed 
with cheers and the singing of the Nation- 


al Hymn. Another large party is to start 
to-day. A few particulars about the Rus- 


sian officers in Servis are gvien by the cor- 
respondent of the Russian World. On the 
18th and 19th of this month 40 officers and 
27 under-oflicers entered Servia by the way 
of Roumania, having been transported 
by rail from Bucharest at half price, and 
having met with such sympathy that at 
many restaurants where they took refresh- 
monts all payment was refused. The num- 
ber of officers there at present is reckoned 
at 200, exclusive of the large number of 
sous-officiers and soldiers. Tost of them 
aro infantry men, chiefly from the 1st 
Grenadier regiment and 1st Infantry Di- 
vision, besides a few from the Guards. 

A curious book is now being sold here 
for the use of oflicers going to the theatre 
of war, Its title is ‘* Tho Traveller's In- 
torproter for Russian Military men,” and 
its contents form a series of questions and 
answors in the Russian, Servian, Turkish, 
and Greek languages, arranged for soldiera 
ona campaign, under such headings as 
“ Foraging,” ‘ Requisitions,” “ Concern- 
ing the enemy,” and so on. There can be 


no mistake as to who is the onemy intend- 
ed, when one finds such questions as these 


—!" Whoro is the Turk} Did he rob you?”

Use the Whole Farm. 


Innumorablo agrioultaral and other jour- 
nals urge farmers to reduce their expenses 

to economize to tho’ utmost extent in 
thoir homos, in trayel, and on the farm it- 
self. They seom to forgot that farmers aro 
already far more economical than any other 
class, and, without any prompting, have 
doniod thomselves luxurios, and even com- 
forts, doomed almost indispensable by the 
residents of the city. The great majority of 
farmers, knowing thoy cannot economize in 
theirhomesand personal expenses more than 
than they do, accopt this advice as recom- 
mendiug the hiring oflesslabor-planting and 
sowing fower acros, scanty manuring and im~ 
perfect cultivation, Inthe meantime, family 
and personal expenses remains as bofore 
because they have already been reduced to 
the lowest limit. It is easy to foresee that 
such epaey, can result in still smaller pro- 
fits aud greater pecuniary ombarrassmentas, 
The policy is basod entirely on a fallacy. 
Because farming does not pay, it does not 
follow that holding o farm and doing 
nothing with it will be profitable. It may 
be proved that owning land is unprofitablo, 
but if the owner cannot sell at fair prices, 
he ought to make the mest of his farm 
while he holds it. In this view, too little 
rather than too much help is employed. 
In the great majority of farms the profit 
depends more in the labor and manure put 
upon the land than upon the number of 
acres, ‘Two men working fifty acres will 
produce and sell more than one man on 
one hundred acres. Often ona farm of 
one hundred acres, three, four, or even five 
men can be profitably employed, the num- 
ber depending almost wholly on ability 
to secure manure. It does not pay to

hiro labor to cultivate sterile soil, or, in 
fact, any soil which cannot be made to 
produce dane crops. Farmers haye been 
limited by their inability to get manures, 
except as made on the farm itself. Some 
of the shrewdest farmers of former years 
have yearly kept and fattened sheep and 
cattle, mainly as a means of increasing 
the manure pile. Others haye sown clover 
soed, and manure it with gypsum. It is 
not only quite recently that farmers have 
practically learned the advantage of com- 
mercial fertilizers, and their greatest bene- 
fit is not yet fully understood. It is not 
the question whether commercial fertilizers 
are better than barnyard manures. Con- 
cede, if you please, that they are not so 
good. The fact remains that, where the 
farmer relies entirely on manures made in 
his barnyard, he cannot, on one hundred 
acres, manure more than eight or twelve 
at the most so as to get a paying crop. 
Commercial manures will enable him to 
fertilize double or treble that amount of 
land without doubling or trebling his ex- 
enses. In this way he more than doubles 
his profits, besides the fertility of his farm. 
What farmers need is to extend rather than 
decrease their operations, using more la- 
bor and more manure, and thereby culti- 
vating the whole rather than merely the 
part of theirfarms. Doing this they will 
produce more cheaply, and not only have 
more to sell, but make a larger profit on 
every bushel of grain, or pound of meat, 
that they dispose of.—Moore's Rural New 
Yorker,

Lumber News. 


The Ottawa Citizen has the following re- 
specting lumbering operations in that section, 
which presents a very cheering outlook : 
“ Considerable activity has characterized the 
lumber market for the past week. Transac- 
tions have been much heavier, several large 
sales haying of late been effected bath_farthe 
culls the stock at Ottawa is low, and the de- 
mand is very much in excess of the supply. 
‘There are enquiries already for more than can 
be produced by the combined capacity of 
Chaudiere mills this season, Prices have in 
consequence advanced 500 to $1 per 1,000 ft., 
the prospects of a still greater advance are 
very encouraging. We understand that Mr, 
W. C. Edwards has sold his entire stock of 
culls toa New York firm ata remunerative 
figure. The lowness in the stock of this class 
oflumber is caused by the large quantity of 
deals sawn this season fer the Quebec mar- 
ket, the demand in that direction having 
been on the average very fair. At present 
deals meet with a very ready sale, and the 
lumbermen find it quite profitable. The only 
drawback complained of now is the difficulty 
in getting sufficient craft to handle their lum- 
ber. They wantall the Canadian and Ameri- 
can boats they can get for the service, and 
this has caused an advance in freight from 50c 
to75c. This sudden change in the market 
has caused the lumber kings to be more hope- 
ful. The water at present is lower than it 
was ever known to be at this scason of the 
year, and the mills are thus prevented from 
running their full capacity, The present 
rain will, however, make an improvement, 


Tecumsen’s Remars.—The remains of 
what were rupposed to be those of the 
great Indian Chief Tecumsoh, wore taken 
to Toronto for examination by the scientists.

Servia Refuses an Armistice. 


THE PROSPECT STILL GLOOMY: 


Turkey's Agreement to the Peace 
Proposals the only Chance 
of Peace. 


Strong War Feeling in Servia

Russia toMarch on Constantinople 


A GREAT TURKISH VICTORY. 


Toxpox, Sept. 30—The Standard’s Paris 
despatch says the following statement was 
male by the French Foreign Office last night: 
—‘In diplomatic circles no importance is at- 
tached to the decision of the Riatics Cabinet. 
The peace Rhegotiations are actively progress- 
ing. Tho Servians' conduct is believed to 
proceed mérely from a desire to inflacnce 
mbdiation favorably to herself, Tho reply of 
tho’ Porte will bo ontirely satisfactory to the 
Powers, It will be made officially on Sunday, 
when tho Powors will summon Servia to fal- 
fil the proposed conditions,” 

The Times’ despatch from Belgrado reports 
that the situation continues gloomy, and be- 
comes more complicated. Tho only chance of 
peace is Turkey's agreement to the conditions 
proposed by the Powers, If thesg are agroed 
to by the Turks, Russia will haye an excel- 
lent.opportunity of vindicating her sincerity; 
in fact, all parties in this game of diplomacy 
would then have to show their hands. The 
war party here mock at all allusions to peace. 
Thoy declare that Ristics does nothing except 
what Russia likes,, Thoy oven assort that 
whatover Russia may profess to the other 
Powers, she is really for war until the Turks 
are driven from Constantinople. Itis idlo for 
Russia to talk of neutrality with a Russian 
army in Servia, 

‘The samo correspondent says the accounts 
of operations at the front are confused. Both 
sides claim a victory on Thursday. The Ser- 
yians {are constructing winter quarters, 
Should the war continue there willbe nothing 
but raids during the winter, Field operations 
must be deferred until spring, when the war 
party expect Russia will be on the ground for 
a great campaign, which is to’ bring’ her to 
Constantinople, 

A Berlin spegial to the Times quote a very 
warlike address to the Czar, recently voted 
by'the Town Council of Nicholaieff, which, 
the'corresponilent says, coincides with the 
intimations that, unless an extended armis- 
tige is concluded, popular enthusiasm may 
force the Czar to war.
